They had done so 
before because they feared the Chicago 
Assessors. Under the new law the Assessors 
of the respective townships would continue 
their functions. There would be no change 
so far as township offices are concerned. 


WHY JEFFERSON WANTS TO COME IN. 

A mass-meeting of citizens was held at 
Schall's Hall at Almira Wednesday evening 
for a general consultation upon the attitude 
of the entire village relative to the annexa- 
tion movement. A general invitation had 
been extended by the Almira people to the 
other sections of the village to participate 
in the movement. There were present 
representative citizens from Cragin, Her- 
mosa, Maplewood, Avondale, Irving Park, 
and Montrose, who were calied upon and in 
turn gave a report of the sentiment of the 
peopie in their respective localities. From 
the reports it appeared that the people in the 
southeasterly half of the village are al- 
most a unit in their desire to join the city. 
This part includes the localities named. 

Within this territory is a large majority of 
the voters of the village, and it is believed 
that this proposition to annex will receive a 
large majority of the popular vote. Many in- 
fluential land-owners and citizens througb- 
out all parts of the village are exerting 
themselves in favor of the movement. 
The Village Board of Trustees is still at a 
deadlock, with business suspended, and this 
condition of affairs has disgusted many hore- 
tofore opposed to annexation, and given a 
new impetus to the movement and multi- 
plied the number clamoring for relief. 
Di faction has been on the increase 
for years with the system of assessment pro- 
vailing in Jefferson. Each annual assess- 
ment roil has a shcwing @f acres assessed as 
farms at a valuation ieh the people be- 


lieve to be at a much lower rate than is war- 


ranted by the location and value. 

For example: Acres, the few that are 
left unsubdivided in Sec. 25, a little more 
than four miles from the Court House and 
known to be worth in the market at least 


88,000 per acre, are found rated at only $100 
‘per acre as a basis for taxation. 


A large 
tract in Sec. 23, adjoining the Avondale 
Depot at ite southeast ‘corner, is held 
by the owner at 000 per acre 
and was assessed in 1887 at only $60 per acre. 
The people of Irving Park whose lots pay a 
liberal tax find themselves surrounded by 
land deriving all the benefits accruing from 
theirenergy and improvements and rated 
upon the books at only from $20 to $60 per 
acre.. This system has tended to place a 
premium upon land investments in Jefferscn 
made by non-resident capitalists, and to en- 
courage them in a policy of absolute inaction 
in the way of improvements and the develop- 
ment of the town. The people are therefore 
thoroughly aroused in an effort to secure 
or to join some government that will equal- 
ize the burdens and furnish some encourage- 
ment and aid in the development of their 
sections. 

The result of the conference was a call for 
a mass- meeting for the entire village to be 
held at Irving Park School Hall Wednesday 
evening, May 8, at which it is proposed to se- 
lect delegates from the several voting pre- 
cincts to represent the wish of the people at 
the conference to be held Saturday at the 
Grand Pacific, and to act thereat in conjunc- 
tion with the delegates of Hyde Park and 
other towns that may join. It may be said 
that while’ there are some who incline only 
to the annexawon of certain sections at pres- 
ent, leaving Jefferson as a village intact, 
there are urged serious objections to 
anything short of the annexation 
of the entire village and such a proposition 
is most likely to prove the favored one. The 
necessity for lines of transit, extension of 
street-car lines, and the disposition of toll 
road obstructions in their entire length, etc., 
seem to demand nothing less.

In the parlors of the Union League Club 
last night, surrouaded by flags and flowers, 
and standing directly in front of a gold- 
framed portrait of Abraham Lincoin, Robert

From behind an impenetrable screen 
of palms and ferns floated the strains of 
mandolin and guitar, and the fragrance of 
a thousand flowers filled the air. 

It was a fervent and sincere godspeed 


tendered the honored guest, and yet withal } 


a quiet one. There was no banquet, no 
toasts, no speeches, and the ladies were not 
present, vet it would be hard to realize a 
more delightful evening. Regrets were read 
from Gen. Sherman, Judge Gresham, Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, and others. Mr. Depew’s 
message read as follows:

Bissell appeared at the end of the library 
bearing an enormous, basket of American 
Beauty roses, and followed by Mr. Lincoln. 
Mr. Bissell, with the flowers on one hand 
and Mr. Lincoln on the other, made a few 
remarks. He said: a 

A TRIBUTE FROM THE CLUB. 

Mr. Lincoin: When you did the Union League 
Club the honor of accepting hospitality at its 
hands in that acceptance you exacted one 
piedge—that there should be no speech-making. 
We accepted the exaction, in a diplomatic sense, 
however. This expranation I deem necessary 
to preserve our unstained reputation for veracity. 
Now as a mark of the high appreciation 
of honor you have bestowed on us allow me 
as a slight token of our good will and 
high assurances to tender Mrs. Lincoln through 
you this basket of flowers. And we hope when 
after a safe and pleasant voyage you have ar- 
rived at your post of duty and honor that both 


the appointee will honor the appointment. 
MR. LINCUOLN’S RESPONSE. 

Mr. Lincoln replied as follows: 

I do not think that it is literally true, though 
perhaps diplomatically true, that I exacted the 
speech-making pledge. Ithink, if my memory 
serves me rightly, I merely asked if thers were 
going to be any speeches. But since we 
have got thus far I cannot neglect the 
opportunity of expressing my sense of 
the exceedingly great honor which this club has 
bestowed on me this evening. This is one of the 
greatest clubs in Chicago, not alone superior in 
numbers, but especially distinguished in one re- 
gard—its active and earnest efforts im the ad- 


members, diversified by a hundred occupations, 
exert an influence beneficial to al good citizens. 

Whether it was the adoption of therecent ad- 
mirable election laws, in the securing of which 
this club played no small part, orin celebrating 
the birthday of Washington, or more recently 
the celebratign of the first inauguration of Wash- 
ington, the Union League Club is always equal- 
ly earnest and successful. Much the same 
feeling which has honored this club on 
former occasions actuates them tonight. Of all 
countries, nome are of so much interest to the 
Chicago citizen as Great Britain and Ireland, and 
this event is only following out the universal 
course of the clubin public matters: I suppose 
it may be taken as, true that the Chicago citizen, 
so far as he is represented here, is not 
dissatisfied with the selection which has been 
made by the President. It is simply a question 
with you whether a Chicago man can fulfill the 
obligations of so important an office, whether 
he will be discreet or indiscreet, wheter a Chi- 
cago man cannot do his duty well.

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Armed Men Threaten the Town Marshal 
and Prociaim White Supremacy.” 
New Oripans, La,, May 7.—The Times- 
Democrat Lafayette special says: Four hun- 
drei armed mén, under Gen. Alexander 
Decloutte of St. Martin’s Parish, rode into 
Lafayette this morning, took possession 
of the town, and demanded. the 
resignation ot the negro Justice of the 
Peace and negro constables. The latter had 
disappeared but the former complied with 
their demand. The Regulators, pretending 
to have heard that Mr. Vignaux, a prominent 
Republican, who had been suggested by Con- 
gressman:Colemaa as United States Marshal 
of the Western District of Louisiana, 
had furnished arms to the negroes, 
called on that gentleman, who 
is now Town Marshal of Lafayette, and 
discussed with him the matter of his baving 
attempted to vote negroes at the election last 
Monday. They informed him that their pur- 
pose was to prevent negroes from voting, 
and they intended to enforce their views on 
the subject, intimating that the best thing 
Mr. Vignaux could do was to desist from any 
further efforts on behalf of negro suffrage. 
Mr. Vignaux stated that he had no more 
anxiety on the subject than they had; that 
he was at the polls Monday morning per- 
forming his sworn duty under the law. This 
statement being satisfactory, the Regulators 
concluded to all@w Vignaux to live awhile 
longer. He exits by probation, so to speak. 
The Regula and authorities finally 
agreed that an election should be held next 
Monday for municipal officers of Lafayette, 
at which only white men shall vote. As this 
election will not be legal, the names of those 
receiving a majority of votes cast will be 
sent to the Governor for appointment. 
Attorney General Rogers left for Lafayette 
this evening by order of the Governor.

in Lafayette Parish their war cry would seem 
to have no application there.

CHARGES AGAINST AN OFFICEHOLDER. 


Appraiser Leach of Philadelphia Demands 
the Dismissal of an Underofilicer. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 7.—[Special.|— 
Appraiser J. Granville Leach has notified 
the President that he must revoke the ap- 
pointment of William Gaw Jr. or accept his 
own resignation. The Appraiser has per- 
sistently refused to assign: Gaw to duty as 
his assistant. Special agentsof the Treas- 
ury Department have for several days heard 
charges reflecting not only on Gaw’s ability 
to direct the office to which he was appointed, 
but involving his official integrity when he 
held the same office previous to Cleve- 
land’s Administration. It is alleged that 
while Gaw was in the Appraiser’s office 
under a former Administration he was im- 
plicatea in the stealings of the samplers em- 
ployed in the custom-house, and that he be- 
trayed the testing secrets of the office to 
commercial firms whose invoices were 
among the largest received, and thus assist- 
ed in defrauding the Government of enor- 
mous sums of money that should have been 
paid as duties: Gaw asked to be heard, but 
was refused.

FELL IN AN ELEVATOR CAGE. 


An Experiment in Which Three Men Were 
Seriously Injured, 

ProvipEncE, R. I., May 7.—A large crowd 
assembled in the new Schwartz Building to- 
day to witness the test of a passenger eleva- 
tor built by a firm of Rochester. The super- 
intendent of construcwon, A. C. Cornell, was 
to cut the elevator loose and let it fall the 
whole five stories, a distahce of sixty-five 
feet, to the airtight brick vault at tne bot- 
tom, to show the entire safety of such a fall. 
A basket of eggs and a glass of water were 
to go down too. ‘Mr. Cornell and a Mr. Jones 
were accompanied by Jacob Rosenfeld, a re- 
porter.

In, March, 
1877, he was appointed Postmaster by Gen. 
Grant and reappointed by Hayes and Arthur, 
and removed by Cleveland for offensive par- 
tisanship’’ May 30, 188. For the last three 
years he has conducted the Industrial World, 
a weekly paper devoted to the iron and other 
1 industries. He lives at Oak 
ark. 

THEODORE RoosEvVELT is a well-known mém- 
ber of the Roosevelt family of New York and 
has taken an active part in the politics of that 
State. He was one of the delegates at large to 
the Republican Convention at Chicago in 1884 
and wus Republican. candidate for Mayor of 
New York City at the election preceding the 
last .Mayoralty contest, running against 
Abram S. Hewitt and Henry George. He has 
been a decided civil.service reformer all his 
life and while in the State Senate of New York 
secured the passage of what is known as the 
Roosevelt Reform bill. He is aman of literary 
tastes and has written a number of magazine 
articies descriptive of life upon the large ranch 
which he owns in Montana. He is about 3 
vears@f age and is a quick, nervous, and ener- 
gestic worker. 

Hvuaeu S. Tuompson is the well known Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury from South 
Carolina appointed by President Cleveland. 
He was bora in Charleston. S. C., and is about 
50 years of age. He Was educated at the Uni- 
versity of South Caroima, and after he was 
graduated therefrom studied and practiced law 
for some time in Columbia. the Capital of the 
State. He was elected Governor of the State, 
which office he resigned to accept the Assist- 
ant Secretaryship of the Treasury. He was 
one of the most popular of the appointees of 
the late Administration, and President Cleve- 
land in February last sent in his nomination 
to the Senate for the office to which he was 
last evening appointed, but it was not con- 
firmed, the Senate having adopted a policy of 
non-action on appointments made by Presi- 
dent Cleveland toward the close of his Admin- 
istration.

One of a Trio of Desperadoes Killed in 
Colorade— Bold Missouri Bank Robbers. 
CoLorapo Springs, Colo., May 7.—The most 

daring robbery in the history of the county 

Was perpetrated at Florissant last night. 

About 8 o’clock Frank Costello, Postmaster 

and storekeeper of that town, with his two 

clerks was getting ready to close the office 
when three men entered, covered the occu- 
pants with guns, and said they wanted 
money. One of the clerks, named Putnam, 
began to pariey with the robbers, when he 
was severely clubbed. Postmaster Costello, 
seeing the robbers had the drop on him, 
handed over $200 in Government money and 
$200 of his private funds. Putting the 
money in their pockets the bold intruders 
backed to the door and escaped. An alarm 
was atonce given and a party started in 

pursuit. The robbers were overtaken a 

short distance from town and a fight ensued, 

in which one of the pursuing party, William 

Brady, was shot and probabiy fatally 

wounded. The robbers succeeded in getting 

away and reached the mountains. A Deputy 

Sheriff and well armed posse started after 

them early this morning. The robbers were 

lodged behind a barricade of rocks. After a 


. terrible fight of half an hour one of the rob- 


bers was killed and another wounded, but 
Sheriff Jackson and 
posse left this city tonight well armed for 
the scene of the trouble. 

Forest City, Mo., May 7.— [Special.] — The 
spirit of Jesse James is stiil rampant. in Mis- 
souri. The Forest City Bank was robbed in 
the old Missouri way today. Shortly after 1 
o’clock President Webber, Cashier Hant, 
and Wesley Sanford were sitting in front of 
the bank talking base-ball. Three men, 
wearing slouch hats, enterea and the bank 
officials followed them in: Once inside the 
bank the strangers drew revolvers and cov- 
ered All three. It was then discovered that 
the men were masked. The prisoners were 
told that if they made the least outcry they 
would be shot dead. Cashier Hunt was 
marched behind the counter with a pistol af 
his head and forced to show where the funds 
were kept. Phe cashier opened the safe ana 
the thiet tossed $4,500 into a littie bag and 
demanded more. The cashier said that was all 
tus cash in the bank. He was then marched’ 
back to the other prisoners and the three 
were taken to thg rear portion of the bank 
and told to remain there for ten minutes on 
pain of death. The robbers then left the bank, 
taking with them all the firearms they could 
find.’ The President and cashier did not wait 
for the limit of time to expire, but gave the 
alarm as son as the robbers were out of the 
building. They were too late, as the robbers 
had mounted and left the town. Posses were 
sent out, but so far have captured no prison- 
ers. The directors of the bank offer a reward 


of $1,000 for the robbers. This is the second 


bank robbery that has taken place in the vi- 
cinity recently. 


EXODUS OF THE CHILDREN OF HAM. 


Negroes Leaving North Carolina by Thou- 
sands and Flocking to Kansas. 
Topeka, Kas., May 7.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Humphrey is in receipt of a letter from 
George W. Price Jr. of the North Carolina 
Emigration Association of Wilmington rela- 
tive to the condition of labor in Kansas, its 
demand, ‘employment, and compensation. 
Informataon is sought because thousands of 
negroes have already emigrated from that 
State to this and many thousands more are 
preparing for this move. This unabated emi- 
gration began last January and is assuming 
such vast proportions as to threaten 
depopulation of that element in that 
State. The writer. alleges as a rea- 
son of this movement poor wages, ill- 
treatment, cruel, unjust, and oppressive 
class legislation which practically disfran- 


chises the negro. The letter was referred by 
the Governor ta the Labor Com 
WES Lepfies 15 ks eee thar et tke e 8 , 


colored population of the State the majority 
are found in cities and towns. Adult males 
fill the ranks of unskilled laborers, earning 
from $1.25 to $1.50 per day. and ‘ind employ- 
ment about two-thirds of the year. In 1879 
there was an exodus of negroes from Missis- 
sippi brought here by a similar condition of 
affairs. The Commissioner reasons that if 
another cxodus is to occur from North Caro- 
lina still greater hardships will await them 
than have been endured by thoseof 1879. He 
recommends the sending of an intelligent 
committee to examine localities in differeat 
States, and then only to move after due coa- 
sideration.

WRECKED BY A CYCLONE, 


GREAT DAMAGE DONE BY THE WIND 
IN SOUTHERN KANSAS. 


One Man Killed Outright and from Thirty 
to Forty Injured—Dwellings, Barns, 
and Fences Demolished, i 
and Live Stock Killed—The@ Counties of 

_ Pratt, Stafford, and Rice the Worst 

Sufferers—Wild Work of the Tornado 

Hourcuinson, Kas., May 7.— [8 Ihe 
news reached this city this morning that the 
wind-storm that had been raging for the last 
three days had culminated in @ cyclone in the 
northern part of Pratt County, extending 
over the eastern portion of Stafford and up 
into Rice County. The funnel | 
cloud formed between 7 and 8 o’clock and 
could be seen for miles. The district over 
which it passed was sparsely settled, and 
but for this fact the loss of life and property 
would nave been terrible. 

The cyclone first struck at a point about 
five miles southeast of at rae ‘and for 
miles in a northeasterly direction left noth- 
ing but a barren waste strewn with the 
wrecks of houses and barns, trees and fences, 
with here and there the bodies of stock 
either killed or crippled by the wind. The 
only person killed outright was William 
Crawford, whose neck was broken by the’ 
flying tim of his house, which was totally 
demolish 

The more seriously injured were: William 
Bolt, internal injuries; fatal. Oliver Beard, 
paralyzed from breast down; cannot possibly 
recover. Jason Beard, internally injured and 
bleeding from ears; is not expected to live. 
Little girl of George Deves, fatally injured. 
S. S. Crawford, fataily injured. Mrs. J. 
Love, seriously injured. Peter Scarlet, leg 
broken. Mrs. John Bartlett, shoulder blade 


broken and other injuries; will die. Will- 


iam McVey, internally injured; cannot re- 
cover. John Ferris, injured about the head;

About twenty or thirty more were more or

A. F. Guinups' house was totally destroyed, 
and himself and family badly injured. His 
wife and a young babe were carried a dis- 
tance of 100 feet and the child’s thigh was 
broker. Joseph Giles’ house was totally de- 
stroyed, and the contents scattered in every 
direction. The house belonging to Mrs. 
Lindley and occupied by herself and two 
stepchildren—Maude and William Blue 
was blown to atoms. Mrs, Lindley was seri- 
ously injured and is not expected to recover.

BAD TEA FOR AMERICANS. 


Sensational Report from the American 
Consul at Amoy, China. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 7.—A rather 
sensational report upon the subject of 
teas sent to the American market has 
been made to the State Department by Con- 
sul Crowell at Amoy, China. He says that 
while this year’s crop shows a shrinking of 
28,000 haif-chests, its inferiority is fully equal 
to last year’s crop. The Consul says a large 
proportion of the Amoy oolong is poorly cul- 
tivated, poorly picked and cured, dirty, and 
adulterated. The Amoy Commissioner of 
Customs called it stuff,“ which was 
alone wanted in America. Nearly the whole 
crop is marketed in the United States. It is 
the greed of importers and exporters that 
alone makes it possible to impose this vile 
stuff upon the American pubic. The Consul 
hopes that the tea-drinkers of America may 
be protected against the so-called tea known 
as Amoy oolong, and says that the existing 
laws against the importation of bad and 
adulterated teas are sufficient to do it if prop- 


New York, and honest inspection there 
would prevent the importation. 
SHARP PRACTICE BY L IMPORTERS. 

In a report to the Department of State on 
wool waste and broken tops Consul Grinnell] 
of Bradford says that since it became known 
there a year ago last November that broken 
tops, laps, rovings, and slubbings of wool, 
with 5 to 15 per cent of genuine waste scat- 
tered in, would be admitted by the United 
States customs service at 10 cents a pound 
duty, the quantity exported from that Con- 
sular district has risen from 69,648 pounds in 
November, 1887, to 334,186 pounds in Novem- 
ber, 1888. The practice of breaking up wool 
tops for the United States market has be- 
come notorious. Originally the tops were 
broken up by hand, but the enormous devel- 
opment of the shipments to the United States 
has caused, it is stated, machinery to be used 
for the purpose. 

CAPITAL NOTES.

work at once to assist the miners in getting 
a continuance of last year’s wages. All the

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RAILWAY MANAGERS BEFORE THE 
INTER-STATE COMMERCE BOARD, 


A Battle Between the Wabash and Alton 
in Which Gen. McNalta Gets the Better 
of It—He Con vinces Judge Cooley and 
His Associates That the Paying of Com- 
missions I aun Evil Which Should Be 
Done Away With—A Notable Gathering 
of Western Railroad Men. 


Wasntxorox, D. C., May 7.—[Special.]— 
Never before were so many prominent rau - 
road officials in Washington as at present, 
They came here in accordance with a sum- 
mons from the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission to testify regarding the paying of 
commissions for the sale of tickets to enable 
the commission to decide whether the prac- 
tice can be tolerated under the opera- 
tion of the Inter-State Commerce law. 
When the hearing was opened 
there were about 200 railroad man- 
agers, general freight and general passen- 
ger agents present, representing nearly all 
the lines between the Western termini: of 
the trunk lines and the Missouri River and 
St. Paul. Chairman Cooley and Commission- 
ers Morrison and Bragg occupied their seats, 
but Commissioner Schoonmaker was absent. 
Judge Cooley conducted the examinauon, 
but Mr. Morrison also asked many questions. 
Commissioner -Bragg only once or twice 
opened his mouth to show that he took some 
interest in the proceedings. 

Nothing occurred at the forenoon session 
to relieve the monotony of the proceedings. 
There was a great deai of evidence to show 
that while formerly the railroads had been 
bad they were now reasonably well behaved 
and wouldn’t think of cutting rates or vidlat- 
ing the law. The commission system, some 
of them thought, was all right now, as 
lately the Western roads had entered 
into an agreement to pay uniform com- 
missions and as long as the agreement was 
maintained there could be no great trouble. 
The great majority, however, were inclined 
to think mat the paying of commissions had 
a bad and demoralizing effect and ought to 
be stopped, and that those roads which plead- 
ed for the continuance of the system did so 
for purely selfish motives, or, in other words, 
they wanted to court the friendshipof ticket- 
sellers throughout the country. 

GEN. MCNULTA’S ATTACK. 

There wast no real lite in the proceedings 

until the name of tne Wabash Railway was 
‘called and Gen. John McNulta wok the 
stand. From this on the proceedings were 
full of interest. This fight was really be- 
tween the Wabash and Alton Roads. Gen. 
McNulta was the original complainant, claim- 
ing that the ay treme of commissions was 1l- 
legal, and the Alton the respondent, ineist- 
“ing that the payment of commissions was le- 
gal and proper. 
Before testifying Gen. McNulta demanded 
that the Alton’s brief, which had been sub- 
mitted to the commission, and in_ which 
some serious charges against the Wabash 
were made, should be read. Attorney Brown 
of the Alton read the document, which 
charged that the troubles about which com- 
plaints were made were all caused by viola- 
tions of agreements by the Wabash, and then 
entered into a strong and energetic plea in 
favor of commissions. 

Gen. McNuita claimed that the allegations 
were without foundation in fact, and that 
whatever the Wabash had done was done in 
self-defense. It was compelled to do these 
things to meet the competition of unscru- 
pulous competitors, and he was paying com- 
missions now, not because he considered it 
right or lawful, but because he had to do it 
or lose his business. He wants to stop pay- 
ing commissions, ana for this reason wants 
the Inter-State Commission to decide 
whether it is contrary to law or not. 

MR. CHAPPELL’S REPLY. 

General Manager Chappell of the Alton re- 
plied at some length and attempted to con- 
vince the commission thet the commission 
system was a biessing to railroads. He 
showed that the Alton paid all its agents by 
allowing them a certain commission on the 
amount of business they secured instead of 
paying them salaries. Subsequently the 
anti-commission people had nearly every- 
thing their own way. 

The evidence of General Manager Jeffery 
of the Llimois Central, General Passenger 
Agent Rugsles of the Michigan Central, 
General Passenger Agent Daniels of the 
New York Central, ana General Passenger 
Agent Wood of the Pennsy!ivania was dam- 
aging to the pro-commission side. Messrs. 
Daniels. and Wood were particularly severe 
in denouncing the system. It seemed to 
have no other sympathizers except the Wis- 
consin Central, General Manager Mellen 
making a weak plea in favor of commis- 
sions. 

Gen. McNulta followed up the advantage 
he had gained by requesting that a number 
of those who had previousiy testified be re- 
called that he might put some questions to 
them. Of course all those he called were of 
the same opinion as he was, and their 
answers to his questions must have con- 
vinced the commission that the commission 
system is the worst evil from which the rail- 
roads are now suffering. 

The Commissioners took the matter under 
advisement, butitis the belief that a decis- 
ion will soon be reached that the commis- 
sions system is calculated to cause violations 
of the law and should, therefore, be aban- 
doned. 

Tomorrow the railroad managers will have 
a hearing before the commission regarding 
the paymant of mileage on private refriger- 
ator and stock cars ana switching and term- 
inal charges. BIsMARCK,

ment of Justice from Marshal Needles. It 
was written before the President had di- 
rected him and the other Federal officials in 
Oklahoma to make their defense of the 
charges against them, but it sheds some light 
on the situation and makes out a better case 
for Needles than was supposed. He officially 
informs the Attorney General that he em- 
ployed twelve Deputy Marshals, and s on 
to state what their duties were. This gets 
at rest the charge that he issued commis- 
sions right and left to land speculators. It is 
stated at the department that the question is 
not as to the number of Deputy Marshals up- 
pointed but as to whether those who were ap- 
pointed were guilty of using their positions 
to further tne interests of speculators at the 
expense of honest settlers. This is of course 
true, but the fact that the number of depu- 
ties appointed by Marshal Needles was so 
wildly exaggerated lends color to the belief 
that the other offenses alleged may also have 
been exaggerated.

THE MURDER OF PROF, MATCHETT., 


Skene Continues to Protest His Innocence 
—Further Evidence at the Inquest. 

Gatena, III., May 7.—[Special.]— Excite- 
ment over the assassination Sunday afternoon 
of Prof. H. T. Matchett, principal of the pub- 
lic schools of Hanover, has abated some- 
what. From the testimony brought out at 
the inquest it appears that Prof. Matchett 
and Wesley Prisk were walking together in 
the public highway when they were joined 
by Skene, and the three proceeded leisurely 
along together. When. they had gone about 
100 feet Skene stepped behind Matchett and 
shot him in the back of the head. He then 
shot at Prisk, hitting him in the arm. 
Prisk started torun, but hearing Skene’s re- 
volver snap again he turned around, held up 
both hands, and begged Skene pot to shoot. 
Seeing, however, that the assassin was de- 
termined to murder bim, Prisk turned and 
ran for his life. Skene followed in hot pur- 
suit, shooting as he ran, and chased Prisk a 
full half mile, only desisting when they were 
nearing the house of Frank Bowden. Prisk 
reached the house more dead than alive with 
two bullets lodged in his arm and one in his 
side. It further appears that Jonathan 
Skene, the murderer, is a lad of only 16 
vears. Heis the son of Supervisor William 
Skene, an excellent and upright man. 
Young Skene has the reputation of having 
been a reader of blood and thunder stories 
and Jesse James literature. He has carried 
a revoiver for years and is a good shot. He 
still refuses to talk about the murder except 
to declare his innocence, and manifests the 
utmost unconcern. It is reported that 
young Skene’s pony was found tied vo a tree 
near the scene of the murder yesterday aft- 
ernoon. Itis also said that there was an- 
other witness to the shooting—a young lady 
who was approaching in a buggy at the time 
the tragedy occurred. | 


TROUBLE OVER A COUNTY SEAT. 


An Exciting Rivalry Between Two Towns 
in Wallace Coanty, Kansas. 

Topeka, Kas., May 7.—[Special.]|—Watllace 
County, the last county in this State to be or- 
ganized, experienced many vicissitudes prior 
to February last when the Legislature 
passed an act toenable the County Commis- 
sioners to retain the county seat for five 
years at the town designated by the Govern- 
or as the temporary county seat. This town 
was Sharon Springs April 15, the first-elec- 
tion under the new organization was held, 
and although no question of county seat en- 
tered into the election many citizens by con- 
nivance voted to make Wallace a rival town, 
the permanent county seat. No votes were 
cast for any other town. Ten days later the 
county officers, except the Commissioners, 
unanimously moved with their books and rec- 
ords to Wallace, where they stiliare. An ap- 
plication for a preémptory writ of mandamus 
was made in the Supreme Court today in the 
name of the State on the relation of the At- 


torney General to compel the officers to re- 


turn to Sharon Springs. A hearing will be 
had tomorrow, and after that trouble in Wal- 
lace County may be looked for whichever 
way the decision goes.

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MR, DEPEW FAVORS POOLS. 


THE ONLY WAY TO MAKE THE INTER- 
STATE LAW EFFECTIVE. 


Testimony Yesterday Before the Senate 
Committee at New York—The Manager 
of thé Grand Trunk Examined—Chair- 
man Fink Issues a Circular Containing 
Mules for Procedure in Changes in 


Classification—Additional Rules May Be 


Made— Miscellaneous Notes. 

New ‘YORK, May 7.—The Senate committee 
which is investigating the working of the Inter- 
State Commerce law resumed its labors at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel promptly at 10 o'clock this 
morning. Senator Platt has beén added to the 
Senators present. yesterday, and the committee 
today is composed of Chairman Cullom and Sen- 
ators Platt, Hiscock, Blair, Harris, Gorman, and 
Reagan. | ä 

Chauncey M. Depew of the New York Central 
and General Manager Joseph Hickson of the 
Grand Trunk Railroad were in attendance to 
submit to the committee's probing, and & dozen 
or two interested spectators helped to fill the 
large parlors. 

Chauncey M. Depew was the first witness 
called to the chair. Many of his statements 


showed that he agreed on several points with 
the opinions of the two previous witnesses, Com- 
missionér Fink ahd President John King of the 
Erie Road. Mr. Depew gave his opinions on the 
workings of the Inter-State law, and to a ques- 
tion as to what amendment he could suggest to 
the present Inter-State lawin order to protect 
the Américan roads Mr. Depew said that the 
roads doing business in this country, 
whether Mexican or Canadian, should be 
made to comply with the conditions of 
the law, as the American roads must do. At 
present, he said, it was easy for the Canadian 
roads to get large quantities of freight by means 
ef rebates. Pooling he considered a good 
thing and should have been permitted. The 
tendency of all roads is to lower freight rates, 
and no amougt of “pooling” could affect this 
tendency. The Inter-State Commerce Dill, by 
making the toads publish their rates, had given 
the stronger roads more business and taken it 
away from the weaker roads proportionately. 
„Tue Intor-State law,“ he said, will never be 
effective or operative until in some form or other 
you have a legalized pool.“ 

Chairman Cullom questioned Mr. Depew 
closely as to the practice of using Canadian cars 
on American roads and vice versa. From Mr. 
Depew's answers it appears that American and 
Canadian cars are used indiscriminately on both 
sides of the line, without regard to the imposi- 
tion of customs duties upon them, although the 
Grand Trunk line uses ten American cars on its 
line where the Central uses one of the Grand 
Trunk’s cars, making the proportion, therefore, 
about ten to one. 

Senator Platt—Don't you think it would have 
been better if goods destined to points within 
the United States borders had never been al- 
lowed to go through Canada? 

Mr. Depew—If you go back to that, yes. But 
the thing is now an existing fact. 

During the discussion on the merits of pool- 
ing.“ Senator Harris asked whether the $500,000 
testified by President King as the annual share 
of the Erie Road was net wrung from the pock- 
ets of the shippers. 

“I do not understand it that way,“ replied Mr. 
Depew. The Erie could not get the rates that 
our road could, for instance, and therefore it wus 
a question whether we should pay it a satisfac 
tory amount to maintain rates or be plunged in 
@ ruinous war.“ 

In reference to the Welland and St. Lawrence 
Canals, where itis charged American roads are 
discriminated against, Mr. Depew knew nothing. 
In concluding Mr. Depew's examination, Sen- 
ator Blair wished to know what would be the re 
sult of a war between Canada and the United 
States. Well, it would last just two days,“ 
said the Central’s President. 

Mr. Depew was followed by General Manager 
Joseph Hickson of the Grand Trunk Railroad. 
Mr. Hickson described his road and its terminals, 
and after some questioning finally acknowjedged 
that the Grand Trunk ad practically con- 
trolled the rates between Chicago and Portland. 
Their business in the United States, the witness 
said, was carried on in accordance with the 
spirit of the Inter-State law, and they make no 
increase in local rates m order to recoup on vos- 
sible losses on long bauls. 

After a recess the examination of Mr. Hickson 
was resumed, tie line of inquiry devolving into 
the reason for the alleged increase of freight 
shipments over the Grand Trunk Road. 

In response to a question by the chair as to the 
fare from Chicago to Liverpool Mr. Hickson said 
it was the regular published railroad rate with 
the steamer tare added. He also described the 
Government subsidies cranted the Canadian Pa- 
cific Road and said that the sum of £100,000 per 
annum had been voted for a steamship line from 
some port not yet named. Mr. Hickson also an- 
swered a large aumber of questions put by the 
members of thé conimittee with a view to finding 
out how much of the tonnage carried by the 
Grand Trunk Road originated in the United 
States, but without much result. 

Chairman Cullom—“‘Suppose we made it 
obligatory for the Canadian roads to obey the 
Inter-State law!“

The last witness of the day Was First Vice- 
President S. M. Felton of the Erie Road. His 
discourse was largely explanatory of the Erie's 
methods and its losses since the abolishment of 
the pool. He corroborated Presicent King in atl 
the latter’s main points and was well supplied 
with figures to make his statementsclear. In 
his opinion a legalized pool under the con- 
trol of the Inter-State Commission would be an 
— thing for both shippers and the rail- 
roads.

Classification Changes. 
Chairman Albert Fink of the Joint Committee, 

New York, has issued the following circular 
containing rules for procedure in changes in 
classific ation, etc.: 

To further carry out the intentions of the 
Joint Committee in establishing a classification 
committee, 4s announced in circular No, 975, 
March 25, 1889, and for the purpose of facilitat- 
ing the transaction of its business, the following 
general rules Will be adopted: 

‘* First—Applications for changes in and addi- 
tions to the official classification shall be sub- 
mitted to the Chairmanof the Classification 
Committee. 

** Second— When applications are made by any 
local committee the applications and answers 
shall be made through the Chairnian or Vice- 
Chairman of the joint committee. 

*Third—The Chairman of tne Classification 
Committee shall examine requests and obtain 
all the information bearing on the same, and, if 
necessary, confer in person with the parties mak. 
tag application and also attend the meetings of 
the various associations or committees at the 
request of the Chairman when classification 
questions are to be considered. He shall report 
to the Classification Committee all the informa- 
tion thus obtained and his recommendatioas in 
relation thereto. 

* Fourth—Aiter full consideration of proposed 

changes or additions by the Classitication Com- 
mittee it shall, by a majority vote of its mem- 
bers, make a recommendation which shall be 
submitted for the vote of the Joint Committee. 
' “ BPifth—If objections are made by any mem- 
ber of the Joint Committee to the recommenda- 
tions of the Classification Committee such mem- 
ber shall in addition to his vote communicate the 
reason thereforin writing to the Caairman of 
the Classification Committee, who shall submit 
the Po page aud a report thereon to the Chair- 
man of the Joint Committee tor fiual decision 
under its rules. 

* Sixth—Ifaruling is desired as to any dis- 
puted or questionable meaning of the classifica- 
tion, or any decision as to the analogous articles 
or of the proper classification of new articies, 
the Chairman of the Classification Committee 
may pending a meeting of the said committee 
and subject to its decision construe or decide the 
same. henever the Chairman of the Ciassilfi- 
cation Committee regards such rulings or decis- 
ions as of general interest the same shall be an- 
nounced by a Joint Committee circular. 

* Seventh—Local committees or individual 
companies shall hereafter make no changes in 
existing classification until the question has been 
presented to and acted upon by the Cluassifica- 
tion Committee as above provided. 

“ Eighth—The Classification Committee shall 
meet from time to time at the call of its Chair- 
man or of six of its members for the considera- 
tion of all rene then before the commit- 
tee and to hear the reports, rulings. and decis- 
ions of the Chairman and act upon the same. 
The Chairman of the Classification Committee 
shall preside at all tne meetings. 

* Ninth—The Classification Committee may 
make such additional rules and regulations as 
may be necessary for the better conduct of its 
business.“ : 


Argument in a Railroad Case. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 7.—{Special.]|—In the 
Federal Circuit Court today argument was heard 
in an important suit—one in the nature of an 
interpretanon of a late act of Congress. Judge 
Gresham came down from Chicago and pre- 
sidéd. A year ago a man named Ensch sus- 
tained serious injuries by being thrown from a 
passenger train on the Wabash Railway near 
this city. He sued in the Sangamon County Cir- 
cuit Court and a jury awarded him 82,500 dam- 
ages. The case was appealed. The Appellate 
Court reheard the testimony and aflirmed the 
verdict below. The receiver's counsel demanded 
a writ of appeal to the Supreme Court, where- 
upon the plaintiff's counsel appeared before 
Judge Allen of the Federal court and asked for 
an indemnhifying or supersedeas bond, which the 
court sustained. Today W. G. Beale of the firm 
of Isham, Lincoln & Besle, general counsel 
for Recetver McNuita, appeared: and argued 
orally that as Receiver McNulta was 
an officer of the Federal court, and that 
as the court was in full charge 
the trust funds of the insolvent corporation, it 
would not be required that the court should com- 
mand its sworn officer to give such bond. Tne 
proceed s consumed the entire forenoon. Judge 
Gresham took the matter under advisement, but 
piainly intimated that he could see no reason 
under the amended law for his interference. The

Conductor Wilhelm Gericke Talks of the 
Work Done and of the Musical Outlook. 
Mr. Wilhelm Gericke, conductor of the Boston 

Syuiphony Orchestra, visits Chicago for what 

will probably be the last time for many years at 

least, as he returns to Vienna at the close of tne 
present season. A representative of THE TRIB- 

UNE conversed with him yesterday afternoon. 

He expressed his regret. at leaving Boston and 

bidding farewell to the many kind friends he has 

found there, but finds himself compelled to take 
the step on account of the state of his health.

their midst. He said that the people of Boston 
had taken a great interest in their orchestra, 
und that thig interest had increased to such an 
extent thatit was not an uncommon thing for 
hundred to be turned away after the number of 
admissions allowed had been exbausted. 

The orchestra, he saia, gave forty-eight con- 
certs each season, twenty-four afternoon and the 
same number of evening performances, besides 
those given in other cities. The expenses of the 
Boston performances, he believed, had been 
covered of late by the receipts, which, however, 
wus not the case at first. 

From other sources it was learned that Mr. H. 
L. Higginson, to whom the orchestra owes its 
existence. has in the past made up the deficit, 
which has run as high sometimes as $20,000 a 
year. But as he entered into the undertaking 
with the avowed intention of supporting the 
orchestra at whatever cost to himself, and proba- 
bly expected to pay even a larger sum, he is per- 
fectly satisfied, especially as tne organization if 
not already self-sustaining is certainly in a fair 
wey to become 830. 

hen asked his opinion of American compos- 
ers. Mr. Gericke replied that there were excel- 
lebt ones in Boston and other American cities, 
though of these latter he knew less than of those 
in his own city. 

“America as wellas Europe,” he said, “has 
made enormous strides in recent years in the di- 
rection of a higher general musical culture, and 
while the growth of appreciation is neces- 
sarily a slow 
tance for the musical education of Amer- 
icans that there should be musical con- 
servatories endowed by wealthy men. Only 
when there are such does it become possible to 
secure the best of training. There is no lack of 
music schools in this country, but these are, 
most of them, conducted for the mere purpose of 
making money. Where such is the purpose it 1s 
idle to hope for the best results from an artistic 
point of view. Aschool such as is needed sh >uld 
have the best instructors procurable, and it 
should not be necessary to consider primarily 
how to make the income trom tuitions, etc., meet 
the expenses of the institution. Everything that 
enters into a thorough musical education should 


do tuught, including ail orchestral instruments.“ 


BROUGHT BACK FxrOM DEATH’S DOOR, 


Four Foolhardy Northwestern University 
„ Prep Venture Out in a Boat. 

Four boys named Johnson, Stevens, Kennel, 
and Church, students in the preparatory school 
ot the Northwestern University, embarked from 
Evanston in a small rowboat yesterday morning 
to take pleasure ride on the lake. A stiff south- 
west breeze had churned up the water so that 
quite a sea was running. In fact, the waves 
were so high that the boys were ad- 
monished that it would be fool- 
hardy to venture out, but they persisted 
in their purpose, and their..cockle-shell Was soon 
dancing up and down several hundred feet from 
shore.

Each suc- 
ceeding wave broke over them, threaten- 
ing to sweep them away from their support, 
and the constant deluges nearly strangled them. 
The lookout at the life saving station saw the 
mishap and gave the alarm., Capt. Lawson and 
his crew, manning a lifeboat, were soon pulling 
for tne capsized craft. When they reached the 
boys one of them—Church—was lyirg across the 
keel of the boat unconscious. The others were 
almost exhausted and must have given up the 
fight had help been much longer delayed All 
were taken into the lifeboat and rowed to Capt. 
Lawson's station, where they received the treat- 
ment usual in such cases. 

It was at first feared that Church was beyond 
human aid, but the life-saving crew worked 
faithfully over him and at the end of an hour 
was rewarded by signs of returning animation. 
He finally recovered syfficientiy to return with 
his companions to the coliege. Beyond the 
fright and the ducking no dumage was done and 
it is thought that no evil consequences will fol- 
low.

‘SOME SERIOUS CHARGES. 


MADE AGAINST THE MANAGEMENT 
OF THE HOME FOR INCURABLES. 


A Bill Filed in Judge Tuley’s Court Charg- 
ing Mrs. Barlow with Mismanagement, 
Extravagance, and Cruelty— H. N. Hig- 
inbotham Comes In for a Share of the 
Blame—What Mr. Higinbotham and 
the Others Have to Say. 


The dissatisfaction over the management 
of the Home for Incurables, which has re- 


aging committees of the institution, cul- 
minated yesterday in the filing of a bill be- 
fore Juige Tuley attacking the management 
and asking that a receiver for the institu- 
tion be appointed. The bill contains some 
startling charges of cruelty to the helpless 
inmates of the home, alleges that the ma- 
tron, Mrs. Catherine Barlow, is incompetent 
and unreliable, and cites a number of alleged 
facts any one of which demands a most 
thorough investigation. The coinplainants 
in the bill are Mrs. Eliza J. Hamill, widow of

the late Dr. Hamill; Mrs. Jane Wilce, wife 
„of Thomas Wilce, the lumber-mian; the Rev. 
Edward Galvin, Superintendent of the Ath- 
enzeum, and George W. Bonham, who was 
formerly an inmate of the home. The de- 
fendants are the Home for Incurables, Har- 
low N. Higindotham of the firm of Marshall 
Field & Co., President of the home, and 
Catherine Barlow, the matron. 

Immediately upon filing of the bil: Messrs. 
Crews and Owen, the solicitors for the com- 
plainants, appeared before Judge Tuley and 
moved for a temporary injunction and for 
the immediate appointment of a receiver. 
The representatives of the defendants asked 
time to prepare an answer to the bill, and 
Judge Tuley set the hearing for next Tues- 
day. 

THE BILE: 

The bill is to the tollowing effect: 

S. A. Hamill, M. A. Wilce, and Edward I. Gal- 
vin represent. that, under and by virtue of the 
constitution and by-laws of the organization, 
they were duly elected as directors, and are now 
directors, and to the best of their ability have 
tried to serve as faithful members of the Com- 
mittee of Ten and tried industriously and ear- 
nestly to carry out the aims and objects of the 
home. G.W. Bonham represents that he is suffer- 
ing, and has been for many years past, from boa- 
ily infirmities which are taken to be incurable; 
that he is not insane and has not been. and was 
not suffering from any acute or infectious stuges 
of contagious diseases. Wherefore he was enti- 
tled to admission to the benefits of the home, 
and was regularly and duly admitted as an in 
mate, and as such inmate became entitled to the 
benefits and interested in the management and 
conduct of the home. 

Itis further alleged that the matron of the 
home is one Catherine Barlow, who is a person 
wholly unfit to fill the position; that charges of 
dishonest practices, improper conduct, violations 
of the rules of the home, mismanagement, want 
of proper attention, and cruelty to patients have 
been repeatedly made against her; thatin 1887 
an investigation was made into the conduct of 
the matron. but though many things were stated 
and proved Which should have procured her re- 
moval apartof the Executive Committee and 
the President maintained the matron in her po 
sition in violation of every interest of the insti- 


tion. . 
THE COMMITTEE RESIGNED. 

No action was taken looking to the reforma- 
tion of the evils or the discharge of the matron, 
and the committee resigned. 

Early in March, 1883, a report was made by the 
medical staff which said that the physicians had 
not been able to secure the services of a compe- 
tent nurse “for reasons best known to the 
board; that they were also unable to retain 
Dr. T. C. Rivera; and that what knowledge the 
matron and superintendent could “derive from 
a homeopathic manuel or for that matter from 
any epitome of any practice is a poor and reck- 
less apology for the medical knowledge neces- 
sary to secure to patients comfort and relief 
from their pains and aches.” * 

Afterwards there were members “df the staff 
who submitted, Sept. 11, 1888, a report to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the corporation setting 
up that the physicians could not lend themselves 
to such violations of the constitution and by-laws 
as were then being practiced by the committee 
for the benefit of Catherine Barlow. The revort 
stated that the committee had ignoréd the rec- 
ommendations of the medical staff; that the 
home was managed * matron who knew noth- 
ing of diseases; that there was not even a regu- 
lar nurse employed in the institution; that the 
care that the patients received was not as good 
as that given those in the County Poor-House; 
that food was given them without judgment or 
consideration of their condition: that the home 
was in an unclean condition. Because of this 
condition of affairs all the said physicians ten- 
dered their resignations. 

It is charged that there was at the institution 
a patient named Mrs. McCrady, suffering from 
Bright's disease; that during the matron’s ab- 
sence she was given four crackers ather own 
request, and that on her return the matron de- 
manded Why she had ordered 310 worth of 
crackers for herown use!“ and then had Mrs. 
McCrady locked in a room for twenty-four hours. 
On another occasion it is asserted Mrs. McCrady 
refused to eat some cornstarch because it was 
improperly cooked, at which Joe Middleton, a 
nurse, said: The stuff is good enough for rot- 
ten paupers.“ Because of this affair Mrs. Me- 
Crady was again locked up fortwenty-four hours 
and sufficient water was not supplied her. Many 
insults and indignities were offered Mrs. Mc- 
Crady continualiy, and finally March 9, 1889, she 
was ordered by Catherine Barlow, without right 
or authority, to leave, and was forcibly pushed 
toward the door and threatened to be struck 
with a cane. When a visitor suddenly appeared 
the matron falsely pretended that they were try- 
ing to pacify and quiet Mrs. MeCrady. Mrs. Me- 
Crady was again ordered to leave after 5 o'clock 
in the evening of March 13, and this time was 
compelled to leave. 

Mrs. McCrady died in the Home for the Friend- 
less April 26, 1889. It is charged that her disease 
was greatly aggravated by her treatment at the 
Home for Incuraples. 

BONHAM 's TREATMENT. 

George W. Bonham. having been an inmate of 
the institution, was appointed by a physician in 
charge to perform certain services. This was 
distasteful to Catherine Barlow, and he was by 
her subjected to many unnecessary annoyances, 
indignities, and insults, and finally, without in- 
struction and without right or authority, Cath- 
erine Barlow ordered Bonham to quit the home. 
The weather was exceedingly cold, and although 
Bonham was affectea with heart disease and is 
73 years of age, he was ordered from the home 
and not allowed to leave his clothes ana other 
little property until he could send for them. 

It is further alleged that Joe Middleton is em- 
ployed at the house as a nurse and is wholly un- 
fit in every particular for the position; that he is 
cruel, inattentive, and harsh; that he was a fa- 
vorite of the matron, and was paid the unusual 
sum of $0 per month, but that he has purchased 
since employed as nurse five teams of horses, 
arfd that he employs most of his time during the 
day in conducting a teaming business. Milk 
and delicacies were supplied to the institution in 
ee by private charity, but were mostly. 
used and consumed by Catherine Barlow and the 
attendants and only a small portion given to the 
patients. It is charged that when attendants 
wanted to go out during the evening the patients 
would be given by the matron’s orders opiates 
and other medicines to make them sleep. 

It is also charged that one Jones, affected with 
epileptic fits, was continually treated in a cruel 
manner; that the matron circulated the report 
that Jones was insane and caused him to be placed 
in an insane asylum, where he remained until 
discovered and taken away by his relatives. The 
reason of this cruel treatment is alleged to be 
that Jones, on the occasion of a certain finvesti- 
gation of the matron's conduct, refused to sign a 
paper setting forth that she never mistreated the 
inmates of the home.

expelied from the home without any place to go. 
Anna Gustafson was an inmate of the home 
and was low with consumption. She was 
treated with uniform cruelty and harshness, 
and about a week before she died she was 
moaning from the distress of her sickness when 
the matron came suddenly upon her and said in 
a coarse and an tone: “If you don't stop 
making this noise I will put you out in Jeffer- 
son, meaning the insane asylum. On another 
occasion she was so roughly pulled about in the 
bed by a nurse that she fainted and was left in 
this condition. Another inmate ot the home 
was a Miss Gunn, suffering from chronic rheu- 
matism, catarru, and curvature of the spine. 


She was forced to do repulsive work which made 
her sick. Finally, at the late hour of 7:15 iu the

Saisberry was 
found the next morning on the floor of his 
room. e sg + pee been drawn up in the last 
throes of death, when the undertaker came 
to put the body in a coffin he brought that fact 
to the matron's notice and she replied in a cold 
and careless way: 
“Well, just break it. | 
An inmate of the home named Botten was par- 
alyzed in the lower limbs. He was treated in a 
most inhuman manner for a period of about one 
year. He was refused proper attention, and the 
conduct of the attendants towards him was al- 
ways brutal, and it is believed that in April. 1889, 
the patient was beaten in the tace by one of the 
attendants of the institution to such an extent 
that the skin about his face and eyes was bruised 
and discolored. The night of April 8. 1889, he 
was tied to his bed and was left in 
this condition the whole night. It is be- 
lieved that an enormous dose of morphine 
was administered to him and he was left alone. 
The next morning Botien was discovered tied to 
his bed and dead, and it is charged that the com- 
mission of these acts was known to Catherine 
Barlow; that Catherine Barlow wholly disre- 
garded her duty as matron of a charitable insti- 
tution, and conspired with the attendants to 
cover up me case and obliterate the evidences of 
the manner ot death of Botten.

SOME PRETTY STRONG STATEMENTS. 


Dr. J. M. Cooke and Other Members of the 
Old Medical Staff Talk. 

Dr. J. M. Cooke, who was a member of the 
medical staff for the Home for Incurables, 
was seen by a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday. 

1 When we began our visits to the home,” 
said the doctor. we found things by no 
meaus in a satisfactory condition. The af- 
fairs of the institution were being run in 
a manner we could not approve of. 
In the first place the constitution 
requires that there shall be a 
Superintendent, a resident physician, and a 
matron. Wien the home was founded, how- 
ever, there was a lack of funds, and it was 
thought best to appoint a matron and allow 
her for the time being to assume the triple 
duties and authority of the three offices. 

The staff not being satistied with the man- 
agement of affairs, and knowing how neces- 
sary it was to have some one with a knowl- 
edge of medicine there to loox after the lives 
of the patients and to see that they received 
proper diet, passed resolutions to the effect 
that a Superintendent and resident physician 
be appointed and presented them to the Ex- 
ecutive Board. They seemingly concurred 
with us, but put on a limitation in regard to 
salary. It was impossible to fill both offices 
with the money that was allowed, so we con- 
cludea to combine tne two. Dr. Bunn was 
selected from many applicants, and 
after an interview with the Execu- 
tive Board received the appointment. 
Mrs. Barlow fought against this from the 
start for the simple reason that she would 
be. subordinate to the Superintendent, a 


advised Mrs. Barlow by letter that she would 
still continue as Superintendent, and that 
Dr. Bunn went to the home simply as resi- 
dent physician. Dr. Buun’s appointment 
read differently. and it was right here that 
the seeds of discord were sown. The char- 
itable construction of the matter is that Sec- 
retary Bailey made a mistake in his letter to 
Mrs. Barlow. 3 

“Finally, when Dr. Bunn wert to take 
charge ot the home Mrs. Barlow refused to 
give up the books and papers of the institu- 
tion, agd Mr. Bailey wrote her a letter tell- 
ing her that Dr. Bunn was appointed as Su- 
perintendent, but she stiu refused to submit. 
She made it so hot for the doctor that he 
could got do justice to the position, and the 
upshot was that an investigation was had 
and Dr. Bunn was bounced and Mrs. Barlow 
reinstated with flying colors. | 

WHY THEY KESIGNED. 

„ This is the history of our attempt to have 
the megtitution run as it should be. We 
failed, and decided that we could not in 
justice to ourselves keep our positions, so we 
resigned in a body. We stated in our resigna- 
tion that our recommendations had been ig- 
nored ; that we could not, as physicians, lead 
ourselves to any such proceedings as were 
being carried on, and that we did not con- 
sider Mrs. Barlow ant person for tbe posi- 
tion even of matron, being governed in her 
treatment of the patients by her likes and 
dislikes.”’ 

MRS. WILCE’S STATEMENT. 

Mrs. Thomas Wilce said that she believed 
the charges were all true. She explained 
that it was necessary that the name of at 
least one of the Board of Managers should 
appear in the application for a receiver, and 
she, being deeply interested in the welfare 
of the institution, had consented to the use 
of her name. Mrs. Wilce is the only one of 
the original incorporators who is a member 
of the present Board of Managers. 

Doesn't the board have something to say 
about the management of the institution!“ 

‘fhe board seems to be helpless. Mr. Hig 
ginbotham manages it all.“ 

„Wat are the ebjections to Mrs. Bar- 
low!“ : 

„Her general unfitness for the position 
and her cruelty to the patients. Last year, 
while Mr. a egy ma was away in Eu- 
rope, the board put in Dr. Bunn as Superia- 
tendent, and for three months the home was 
properly conducted. Dr. Bunn was dis- 
charged at Mrs. Barlow’s demand when Mr. 
Higinbotham returned from Europe. This 
is the third time charges have been made 
against Mrs. Bariow. Mrs. Clinton Locke, 
Mrs. Dr. Hamill, and Mrs. Hibbard sent in 
their resignations when Dr. Bunn was dis- 
charged.”’ 

Is there no physician in the home now?” 

“There is no resident physician. I believe 
a doctor calls every other day.”’ 

„What is Mrs. Barlow’s demeanor toward 
the board!“ : 

Not extremely respectful.”’ 

Have you access to the books! 

„Not all of them. There is one, book we 
wished to see—one showing the expenses— 
put Mrs. Barlow wouldn't let us see it. She 
said she’d burn it tirst. But the worst of all 
is her cruelty to our poor sick people. Many 
of them have came to me and cried, but they 
are afraid.to say 9 wheu she is near. 
Mrs. Hamill and sometimes resorted to 
strategy to have a talk with them. I would 
engage Mrs. Barlow over the books and Mrs. 
Hamili would take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to mix with the inmates. After the 
first trial she turned twoold women out of 
the house after 7 o’clock in the evening and 
they had to go to the Home for the Friend- 
less.’? 

„Has she power to turn people out!?“ 

„O0, yes; she can do anything she chooses.” 

Another source of disagreement between 
Mr. Higinbotham and the old board is the 
legacy left by Mrs. Peck to found a new and 
larger home for incurables. As the dissatis- 
tied ladies put it, Mr. Higipbotham was ap- 
pointed to consuit with the trustees of the 
new home as to the time they would be ready 
to absorb the present home. Soon after this 
Mr. Higinbothamy was elected President of 
the new institution, and itis charged that it 
is being built according to the plans and 
practically under the direction of Mrs. Bar- 
low, with the probable end in view that she 
will be its matron. 

GEORGE BONBAM’S STORY. 

George Bonham, one of tne plaintiffs in the 
case and a former in:nate of the, home, was 
seen by a TRIBUNE reporter last evening. He 
is nearly 70 years old. Tue home is out- 
rageously mismanaged,” said he. The 
patients are not only improperly cared for, 
they are abused and maltreated in every 
shape and form.“ 

% Were you ever beaten?” 

“No,” he said, after some hesitancy, 
„1 was not beaten, but abused. You 
have heard of the patient Botten!

BUTLER-PORTER WAR REMINISCENCES. 

Cheerful war reminiscences these which 
Ben Butler and Admiral Porter are raking 
up, and how quickly the bluff old fellows 
drop the main question and fall foul of each 
other! On the one hand we are assured that 
Porte” is a coward, and on the othér that 
Butler was drunk, and on each side alarming 
threats are given out that they will tell ail 
sorts of scandalous stories about each other 
all through the coming heated term. But- 
ler’s specific charge is that Porter on the 
morning when Farragut passea the forts, and 
shortly atter that time, came rushing down 
the river with his flotilla crying The Rebels 
are coming down, get out of here as fast as 
you can,” and left the army to its fate, and 
that he came back again the next day when 
ne found there was no one after him. But- 
ler makes his charge in a specific way, and 
offers to confirm it by the officers of the land 
forces who heard Porter’s warning and saw 
his retreat. Farragut passed the forts about 
4o’clock. The Porter incident took place at 
7 o’clock the same morning. The forts them- 
seives did not surrender for several days 
afterwards. Porter in reply quotes from ex- 
Secretary Welles, Admirai Farragut, and the 
Rebel Col. Higgins, who was in command of 
the forts, to prove that he peited them vigor- 
ously before and while the fleet was passing, 
and that he played a conspicuous partin 
forcing their surrender. Even Butler him- 
self does not deny this, but he justly com- 
plains that Porter does not answer me charge 
that he ran away that day after he had done 
the shelling with his mortar flotilla and came 
back the next. That is the core of the con- 
troversy, but we shall probably never know 
the real truth, for thé two old fellows are 
already getting clear away from their bear- 
ings and accusing each other of lying, 
drunkenness, and various other offenses. 
Admiral Porter says: 


The forts surrendered to me, and Butler knows 
it. His ition is untenabie, and he never would 
have attacked. me had he been sober. That 
spoon of his was a drunken 6 h, you 8 

Ili give him enough of a reply, however. 
fire it at him for the next three weeks, and han 
he will let me alone for five years. I shall not 
heat any more from him during my lifetime, for 
I don't expect to live another five years. 


From this it will be seen that the fast ap- 
proaching summer is not likely to be a dull 
one, particularly if Butler holds the Admiral 
strictly down to his specific charge and in- 
sists upon his giving a categorical answer. 

Apropos of tne quarrel, Col. C. M. Whel- 
den, who was Lieutenant Colonel of the 
Thircy-first Massachusetts at the time, and 
went into New Orleans with Butler, de- 
clares in an interview that there was an 
officer connected with the navy who ran 
away, but he is not prepared to say it was 
Porter. The following extract from his in- 
terview, however, throws some light upon 
the causes of the ill feeling between the two 
old gentlemen: 


**Do you remember any controversy at head- 
quarters at the time, or — subsequent time, 
about Porter's running away!“ 

As I understand it Porter was not willing to 
give Butler any of the credit for r the 

orts. He claimed that the capture was due to 
Farragut and himself.” 
“Do you believe that Butler had anything to 


do with the capture!“ 

“Certainly. I believe that Butler had much 
to do about the capture of the forts, for when 
the Rebs in Fort St. Philip found that Butler's 
men were being landed above them they mu- 
tinied on their officer and refused to fight, and 
soon after that the flag was hauled down.“ 


Up to the present time Admiral Porter is 
clear ahead in the way of vituperation, 
though Ben has not yet had time to get steam 
up. When he does the fur will fly. The 
bluff old Admiral thus far has observed that 
Ben is a foul old bird, a military fraud, an 
imbecile fond of liquor and rich food and 
addicted to maudlin fits, an old bummer, a 
misuser of publis money, a defrauder of 
soldiers, and an incorrigible old scamp. He 
also avers that Butler sent fourteen boxes of 
silver which was distributed among his 
friends in Lowell, and remarks that after 
death some one should get Butler's skin, stuff 
it, and pass him round at sixpence a sight; 
and then, like Mr. Wegg, he drops into poetry: 


His name as a soldier was far below zero, 
And he went to the North and posed as a hero. 


Meanwhile Ben contents himself with the 
declaration thatif Porter will say he did 
not on the day that Farragut passed the 
forts steam down the river with his flotilla 
aud out to sea, he will prove him a har by 
the documents. It is a pretty fight as it 
stands, and whether the Admiral answers 
the specific charge or not there is going to be 
heaps of fun for the outsiders. 


CANADIAN RAILROAD COMPETITION NOT 
, FEARED, 

Business-men in the East are taking alarm 
at the determined effort of the Vanderbilt 
and Pennsylvania Railroad interests to have 
the Inter-State law changed so as to force 
the Canadian Grand Trunk Road to put up 
rates on traffic between Chicago and the sea- 
board. The latest scheme is to forbid the 
transportation of goods in bond through Can- 
ada and thus give the Vanderbilt lines and 
their associates in the American pool a mo- 
nopoly of the business, with the privilege of 
charging all the traffic will bear, unrestrained 
by competition or fear of competition. The 

Board of Trade of Portland, Me., recently 
adopted the following: 


Resolved, That this board protests against the 
enactmentof any legislation whic} will deprive 
our citizens of the facilities for trd@nsportation of 
breadstuffs and other manufactures now offered 
by our n commercial highways through Can- 
ada and between the Atlantic seaboard and the 
West. and especially protests against any 
amendment of existing laws for the purpose of 
throwing obstacles in the mi ef such transpor- 
tation and against the withdrawal of the privi- 
lege of carr rying merchandise of the United 
States in bond through Canaua as now practiced, 
and against any action which will tend to ob- 
struct or destroy competition in the transporta- 
tion of such merchandise, and thereby build up 


commercial interests now receiving the benefits 
of free and unobstructed transportation to and 
from the West over Canadian railroads. 


This states the question fairly. The only 
purpose in excluding the Grand Trunk Road 
from American business is to destroy com- 
petition in the transportation of merchan- 
dise and thereby build up monopolies to the 
detriment of the cities and commercial in- 
terests now receiving the benefits of free 
and unobstructed transportation to and from 
the West over Canadian railroads.” It 
makes no difference to shippers that their 
goods pass through Canada a portion of the 
distance between Chicago and the seaboard 
if the charges are lower on that line than on 
the roads wholly on American soil. It the 
Grand Trunk is so situated that it can find a 
profit in making low long haul rates rather 
than in joining 4 pool,so much the better 
for the public. It a part of the Grand Trunk 
is exempt from the short haul rule because it 
runs through Canada and is beyond the juris- 
diction of the Inter-State act the advantage 
is one that tends to preserve.competition 
and is a benefit to the public as well as the 
cérporation immediately conéerned. 

The people have aided the subsidized rail- 
roads in this country in order to secure com- 
petition and low rates, but now find the car- 


riers united in virtual pools to destroy com- 
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monopolies to the detriment of the cities and 


— and maintain tigh charges. 11 
from a foreigu Government now offers the 
people the advantages they tried in vain to 
secure from the so-called American lines, 
why shouldn't they be accepted! What sense 
is there in denying such a road the right to 
business in this country unless it will charge 
as high rates as its competitors! The talk 
about the people being under an obligation 
to protect American roads” against the 
competition of foreign roads” is absurd. 
As a matter of fact, foreigners are almost the 
sole owners of many Adérican lines and 
have large interests in nearly all of them, 
while Americans own much of the stock of 
the Canadian Pacific and other lines m Can- 


getting all the Grand Trunk stock they want. 
It Americans think that road is in an unusual- 
ly fortunate position on account of the Inter- 
State act they can buy its securities and ob- 
tain for themselves ali the benefits accruing 
to stockholders, notwithstanding the fact 
that it is a foreigu road.” if they will pay 
enough for them, American railroad specu- 
lators and investors can doubtless acquire 
complete ownership of the Canadian lines, 
but the general public wants simply cheap 
transportation and does not care whether 
the roads that furnish it have their stocks 
held in Wall street or Canada. 


THERE SHOULD BE A NORTHERN CAMP. 

The House by à vote made up of partisans 
of Springfield and those jealous of Chicago 
struck out of the Military Appropriation bill 
the item of $25,000 for Northern camp grounds 
for the State Guards. Then those who dis- 
like the guards, aided by the cconomists, 
cut the total appropriation down from $120,- 
000 to $80,000, or about $10 per man for each 
of the two years appropriated for, which will 
make it probably necessary .to dispense with 
| the Spring field camp either this year or next. 

The militia of the northern part of the 
State, and Chicago in particular, have good 
cause to feel sore at this refusal to comply 
with their moderate request for grounds 
where the water is pure, the sun not too hot 
in summer, and the distance not too great. 
For two years, to show that they were obo- 
dient and that they had learned the first 
duty of the suldier—to obey—thcy have gone 
to Springfield. The camp there is a good 
one for the situation, but it takes practically 
two days of the week allotted to drilling to 
reach it and return, and the dogday heat 
is more than it is safe for them to endure, 
and the water is bad. That which they need 
is a camp on the lake shore between this 
city and the Wisconsin line, which they may 
reach in an hour—horse, foot, and artillery— 
and which they may visit. not merely during 
encampment week, but any Saturday after- 
noon for shooting exercise. 

There is more likely to be need of guards 
in Chicago than any other part of the State. 
It isin cities that sudden tumults break out 
and mobs do muschief. To be effective, 
when needed, the city troops must be taught 
to use their rifles skilifully. For that there 
is now no provision, for they have no rifle 
range, and there can be no proper one in a 
city. They can learn to parade, to go 
through the manual of arms, but they cannot 
de taught to shoot, which is the end and aim 
of soldiering. If they donot know how to 
handle their pieces they are of no use, and 
they cannot learn to do it in four days a year 
spent at Springfield. If, however, they have 
a lake shore camp which they can reach 
from the heart of the city in an hour or two 
not a summer Saturday will pass without 
finding hundreds of them at the rifle butts. 
They will be near Camp Sheridan. They 
will have the instruction of the West Point 
officers who are on duty there, and the will- 
ing advice of the privates, who will be 
pleased to help the militia learn their busi- 
ness. The artillerymen, who have now no 
chance for effectual drill, can go there. A 
cavalry squadron and its horses can be put 
on the grounds in short order and can get 
better training there in an afternoon than it 
can in the city in a year. 

These camp grounds will be used by the 
militia not of Chicago alone but of the whole 
northern part of the State. The soldiers of 
eight Congressional districts at least will 
prefer to go there. Those from other dis- 
tricts will remain faithful to Springfield. 
The cost is not excessive. The difference in 
transportation charges will not be longin 
making good the $25,000. But even if it did 
not, itis only fair that after Chicago and the 
other counties at this end of the State bore 
their part of the cost of buying the grounds 
at Springfield that portion of the State 
should now share in the expense of procur- 
ing those on the lake shore. Therefore it 
would be wise for the partisans of the 
Southern camp to ceasefrom their factious 
opposition, which can only win for them the 
continumg hostility of the Northern militia- 
men and their numerous friends, and permit 
the item which was stricken from the bill to 
be restored to it. 

A Colonel of a Chicago regiment, whose 
term of office and ability to do mischief end 
in July. has been opposing the Northern 
camp on the ground that the guards would be 
demoralized by the influx of Chicago women, 
who would make them negiect military for 
social duties. This is all bosh. It is an insult 
to the Chicago soldiers to say that they can- 
not maintain discipline thirty miles from 
home as well as 200. Nor would there be 
any such petticoat invasion. Chicago is not 
a village, where the yearly muster makes a 
holiday. There would be no rush to the 
camp of women to lure thé soldiers from 
their posts. Onthe contrary, beneath purer 
skies and fanned by congenial breezes, they 
would do twice the military work they now 
do, and doit better. Therefore let the Cook 
County members explain the facts fully to 
their colleagues from the other parts of the 
State, and they will have no trouble in get- 
ting what their soldier constituents are en- 
titjed to. 


“PUCK” IN THE SOUP. 

The current number of Puck contains a 
cartoon entitled, Who Is in the Soup Now?” 
that fails to be either funny or sensible, 
since itis based upon a rabidly partisan and 
thoroughly dishonest view of the situation 
which it purports tocaricature. The picture 
represents a workingman in the soup.” On 
the one hand are pretended appeals of the 
Republican party, dated November, 1888, 
warning him that if he votes for Cleveland 
he must prepare for a general reduction of 
wages and closing of factories throughout 
the country, and promising him that if he 
votes for Harrison high protection will bring 
him good wages and good business. On the 
other hand is an inscription dated May, 1889, 
setting forth „general reduction of wages 
and closing of factories throughout the coun- 
try owing to the grand success of the Re- 
publican high protection Administration.” 
This, of course, is the reason why the work- 
ingman is alleged to be in the “soup” by 
this unscrupulous low comedian paper. 

The cartoon is based upon notorious false- 
hood from every point of view. In the first 
piace, the Republican party made no such 
profession in November last. No responsible 
Republican and no person authorized to

In the next place the times are as good now 
in the cities as they have been at any time 
these ten or twelve years. Railroad building 
shows a falling off in 80, compared with 88, 
because it had been overdone, and there is a 
corresporiaing slackness of demand for coal 
and iron abd a reduction in orders and de- 
mand in those lines of business. The pro- 
moting speculators are unable to place bonds 
for new and unnecessary roads. But over 
the whole country business is as prosperous 
as the year before. And yet the tariff re- 
mains as it was long before Clevelana’s time 
and during his term. If the tariff as it ex- 
isted, therefore, through his term made good 
times the credit for the good times now be- 
longs to it, and vice versa. 

In the next place the labor ciasses in the 
cities did not vote for Mr. Harrison. The 
man whom Puck pictures ia the soup“ voted 
for Cleveland. Hence its cartoon is a mis- 
representation of workingmen. They voted 
for Cleveland aud free trade. Within gun- 
shot of the locality where Puck is printed a 
free trade majority of 75,000 was piled up 
against Harrison and protection, mainly 
composed of workingmen’s votes. The bulk 
of the laboring classes in all the cities and 
large towns except Pittsburg voted for Cleve- 
land and free trade and to break down the 
tariff under which they had enjoyed good 
times during Mr. Cleveland’s term. Mr. 
Harrison ran on the issue of continuing the 
protective policy, which had not made bad 
times for ten years previously. Puck argued 
and caricatured for free trade. Cleveland 
espousea that policy. The South supported 
it. The workingmen in the soup,“ as Puck 
has it, voted for it, and they were all beaten 
together. Does Hueck mean to say that times 
are bad now because the country failed to 
indorse free trade and the Mills bill and free 
moonshine whisky? Then why were there 
four years of good times under a protective 


tariff while Cleveland was President! Puck 


should confine itself to satire and to subjects 
admitting of humorous or burlesque treat- 
ment. It should leave the free trade ques- 
tion to such papers as the New York Lvening 
Post, the New York Times, or Journal of Com- 
merce, Which are capable of serious treatment 
of it. Puck lets its partisanship make it 
ridiculous and imcongruous by cartoons of 
this kind. 


OPINIONS OF SOUTHERN GOVERNORS. 

The New York Herald took advahtage of 
the présence in the metropolis of so many 
Southern Governors April 30 to ask their 
views of the race probiem in politics. The 
opinions thus collected are interesting in 
many respects, but most remarkable in that 
they display a singular Gubernatorial com- 
placency in respect to the systematic viola- 
tion of the laws and Coustitution of the 
United States in order to deprive the negroes 
of the right of suffrage. The Governors in- 
térviewed coolly admit that the provisions of 
the Federai Constitution intended to secure 
manhood suffrage and equal rights are prac- 
tically inoperative in their respective States, 
and they express no little pleasure and 
satisfaction that such nullicauon of the 
supreme law of the land has been achieved. 
Ordinarily the Chief Magistrate of a State is 
expected to hold strict opinions as to the ob- 
ligation of constitutional provisions and the 
duty of enforcing the law, but it is quite 
otherwise with the Governors of South Car- 
olina, North Carolina, Virginia, and Ke@n- 
tucky. Noris there any doubt that other 
Southern Governors would have given equal- 
ly emphatic approval to the nullification of 
the Constitution in order practicaily to dis- 
franchise the negroes. 

Gov. Richardson of South Carolina said: 
It is true that the National Constitution de- 
clares that whites and blacks are politically 
on equal terms, but this does not prevent the 
ascendency of intelligence over ignorance in 
the South without any detriment whatever 
to the inferior race.“ Whether this be true 
or not, the unconstitutional usurpation by 
the South of stolen power in Congress 
and the Electoral College is a detriment 
and a gross injustice to Northern white men, 
who are not accustomed to regard them- 
selves as an inferior race“ or eatitled to 
any less rights in the government of the 
country than the whites of the South. This 
is the question which Gov. Richardson and 
all the other Southern Governors carefully 
blink and avoid. They haven’t the courage 
to admit that their inferior race“ doctrine 
is being employed against Northern white 
men as wellas Southern blacks. They dare 
not claim openly that a Southern white 
should have two or three votes wherea 
Northérn man has only one, and yet this is 
the practical’ outcome of their doctrines 
about the intelligence of the South“ ruling 
over an interior race.“ They suppress or 
destroy the vote of the negro and yet seize 
and appropriate to themselves the represen- 
tation in Congress and the Electoral College 
allotted on his behalf. The crit 
against the negro, but in uti effect it 
strikes the Northern white voter, f degrades 
and impairs his ballot, and deprives him of 
his rightful share in the government of the 
country. Twenty-eight Representatives in 
Congress elected by corruption of the baliot 
‘and sitting in stolen seats offset, neutralize, 
and destroy the votes of twenty-eight honest 
Congressional districts in the North. Prac- 
tically the same resultis seen in the Electoral 
College. By such monstrous frauds against 
the voting rights of Northern white men 
Grover Cleveland, with the aidof New York, 
was put in the seat to which James G. Blaine 
was entitled. 

The talk of the Southern Governors. about 
“the rigbt of intelligence to rule“ in the 
South and the horrors of "negro suprem- 
acy is all in the nature of shift and evasion. 
The North claims no power and has no dispo- 
sition to interfere in the local affairs of 
the Southern States and subject them to ne- 
gro domination.“ But it does protest against 
the ballot-box frauds which result in the 
seizure of unlawful political power by the 
South at the expense and to the injury of de- 
frauded Northern voters. Fortunately, it is 
practicable to cure this wrong without inter- 
fering in the local affairs of the Southern 
States. The Supreme Court has declarea 
that at all elections of Federal officers *“Con- 
gress has the power to protect the act of vot- 
ing, the place where it is done, and the man 
who votes from personal violence ‘and intim- 
idation, and the election itself from cor- 
rupuon and fraud.” Congress can interfere 
not only in the case of members of Congress 
and Presidential Electors, but can also regu- 
late the elections at which members of State 
Legislatures are chosen, since they select 
Senators of the United States. But without 
going that far Congress may provide that 
members of Congress and Presidential Elect- 
ors must be chosen at National elections 
held under the protection of Federal author- 
ity. This would not give the negroes control 
of the Southern States or any of them, but it 
would cure the wrong perpetrated against 
Northern voters. Does the South expect the 
North to be satisfied with anything less! 
Does it expect to go on perpetrating against 
Northern voters much the same fraud and

Neither it nor any other municipality can 
make such exemption. It is the Legislature 
here that declares what shall and what shall 
not be taxed. Furthermore, holders of city 
bonds do not pay taxes on them except they 
please, and they rarely please. Unless they 
are so conscientious as to put them on the 
schedules they make out for the Assessor 
they are as taxfree as New York City bonds. 
It would probably be nearer the truth to say 
that thereis far more capital seeking in- 


what spate capital there is here will not be 
put into 3 per ceut city bonds when the mar- 
ket is full of good securities running for 
quite as long a time as the vity 20 year bonds 
and paying aconsiderably higher rate of in- 
terest.

The air is thick with smoke, In the Town- 
ship of Kawkawlin, Bay County, five farms 
have been burned over and everything in- 
flammable destroyed. It is also feared that a 
number of school houses in remote districts 
have been burned. Rust Bros. & Co. of this 
city have lost their camps, equipage, and half 
a million feet of logs valued at 86.000, near 
Alger, and highway bridges in that section 
have been added to the immense bonfire. 
The upper branch of Tittabawasse River, the 
Au Gres, the Rifie, and other streams are at 
so low a stage that logs burn even in the beds 
of the streams.

“The Old Man” Does Battle with Pitts- 
burg— The Team and Its Prospects. 

The league season opens at Black Stocking 
Park this afternoon. and “the old man will 
endeavor to show Pittsburg the difference be- 
tween playing ball in Pittsburg and playing it in 
Chicago. It is to be hoped that he may also suc- 
ceed in convincing several thousand somewhat 
disappointed Chicagoans that there is a differ- 
ence. . 

Chicago has not played the ball expected of it 
when the team left here upon its travels. True, 
the infield has been broken by tne absence of 
Williamson, and the team is not particularly 
strong in pitching talent, but it Was thought the 
aga regation, even with these defects, was su- 
ciently strong to make a good showing and win a 
majority of games from the three youngest mem- 
bers of the league. 

The poor success of the team. however, has not 
all been due to bad ball playing, though Mon- 
day's game at Cleveland was of a painfully yel- 
low hue. Chicago has been doing some good 
batting, Anson, Duffy, and Ryan in particular 
doing good stick work in the majority of the 
games played, and the fielding, save in two 
games, has been ae to the standard shown by 
opposing teams. So far as the record goes, how- 
ever, Hutchinson has either not yet struck his 
gait in the box or else did better work with the 
Northwestern League than he is capable of do- 
ing in the National. Krock bas thus far failed 
to prove himself as good a pitcher as Dwyer. ana 
Gumbert has shown no better form than he 
exhibited with the team last season. Still, the 
season is young, and well established precedents 
go to show that tme teams who play winning ball 
in the opening weeks of the season are not al- 
ways in the lead at the close. 

it cannot be denied that the pitching talent of 
the club is to some extent of ine experimental 
order. Four of the men pitched in championship 
games last season, and the fifth comes well rec- 
ommended, but no one of the four referred to 
was so strong as to be regarded with great con- 
fidence by either Anson or the rank and file of 
Chicago cranks. Krock won several clever vic- 
tories on Eastern soil last season, but met with 
some bad defeats both upon the home and rival 
grounds. Tener is brainy and speedy, but by no 
means proof against discouragement. He is easi- 
ly disgusted with poor support, and cannot stand 
interference when he is in the box.. Few bats- 
men particularily fear his delivery. Gumbert 
certainly did not show up to any great advantage 
last season, and if Dwyer proves heavy enough to 


effectively oppose the dig hitters down East 
he will agreeably surpri many of 
his well wishers in this city. “Hutehinsen has 
both speed and command, but seems unable to 
combine the two. When he puts the ball over

The deposition of State Senator James F.

Mrs. Carter.“ he added, was fond of poetry, 
and books, and literature, and talked about it a 
great deal.“ 

Dr. James F. Gilbert, Who was implicated by 
the deposition of Mr. Crawford in the midnight 
episode at the Brunswick Hotel, testified in his 
deposition that he attended Mrs. Carter in a pro- 
fessional character when she was stopping at 
the Brunswick Hotel in the spring ot 1854. She 
was suffering with neurostheria, or nervous de- 
bility, and bronchial troubles. d was positive 
as to the time when he attended her from the 
fact that he had a copy of a prescription 
which he gave tc Mrs. Carter at 
that time and which wos dated 3-5, 1884. 
Dr. Gilbert said that he advised Mrs. Carter to 
go to Lakewood. Upon her return her condition 
was bad for awhile and her bronchitis became so 
virulent that she spat blood attimes: It wasa 
usual thing, the doctor said, for patients suffer- 
ing with these forms of hervous diseases to be- 
come particularly restiess towards evening and 
call physicians late at night. He made a num- 
ber of calls upon Mrs. Carter late id the evéning. 
But he did not stay as late as 2 o'clock, as Mr. 
Crawford had testified. He dented specifically 
the several allegations made by Mr. Crawford, 
and be denied any ana all improper conduct with 
Mrs. Carter. 

When at last the monotony of the deposi- 
tions Was relieved and a real live witness put on 
the stand it was a matter of universal surprise 
that a watehman should be called on to testify 
to what he had seen or heard. But the surprise 
abated and the naturaPorder of things and the 
equanimity of the audience restored when it was 
found that he testified simply that he didn’t hear 
anything and saw less. He added anocher slur 
upon the profession to which he belongs by ad- 
mitting that he was sert to Blackwell's Island 
for six months for stealing a bottle of whisky, 
and, which shocked Mr. Walker especially, got 
drunk on the whisky after he stole it. 

John Tracey was the name of a little man with 
a red face, a strong Irish brogue, and a hitch in 
his voice which made it difficult to understand 
him. He testitied thathe was a night watchman 
at the Hotel Brunswick at the tin.e Mrs. Carter 
was stopping there. From 9:30 p. m. to 7 a. m. 
he made the rounds of the lower floors every half 
hour, and spent twelve to fourteen minutes out 
of every half hour in the hallway on which Mrs. 
Carter’s room was located. He saw Dr. Gilbert, 
or a man who looked much like the man who was 
pointed out to him at the hearing as Dr. Gilbert, 
come to her room four or five times about 10 
o'clock and leave it between 11 and 12. There 
was a transom light over the door to Mrs. Carter's 
room and it was open. Mr. Tracey thereupon 
testified that be had heard some conversation in 
Mrs. Cagter’s room when Dr. Gilbert was there, 
but heard nothing improper or immoral. It was 
his duty to report any improper talk he heard 
to the office. But he heard nothing and saw 
nothing. 

The cross-éxamination by Mr. Walker broucht 
out Tracey's record on Hlackwell's Island for 
stealing a4 bottle of whisky from the Brunswick 
Hotel. He had received $15 as his fees for at- 
tendance upon the Commissioner when a deposi- 
tion of his testimony was taken, and later 815 
N. railroad ticket for coming to Chicago to 
tes tity. 


BUSINESS OF THE LAW COURTS, 


“Billy” Boyle Defendant in a Queer Suit 
Before Iudge Collins—The Record. 

“Billy” Boyle, the well known chop house 
man, is the defendant in à suit before Judge 
Collins in which Sidney Goldman is trying to 
have set aside a bill of saie of personal property 
valued at 51,20, which he claims was obtained 
from him under duress. Goldman was a clerk 
for W. Hill & Co. of No. 100 West Madison 
street, and boarded with Boyle and His wife. He 
says that if November, 1888, Boyle engaged a de- 
tective named George E. Williams to arrest him 
onacharge of stealing a quantity of diamonds. 
The detective, he says. got him to sien what he 
supposed was a blank paper, but which proved 
to be a confession of the theft. Holding this over 
bis head, he charges, Boyle and Williams threat- 
ened to send him to the penitentiary, and, fear- 
ing the threat would be carried out, he executed 
the bill of sale which figures in the suit. He 
says he did not steal the diamonds, and never in- 
tended to sign a confession. It is claimed by 
Boyle that Goldman did actually steal the dia- 
monds and confessed to it; aPso that he volun- 
tarily made the bill of sale of the property in 
litigation. The suit is still on trial,

New York Biackmail Police. 

New York Journal of Commerce: For a long 
time it has been an open secret that saloonkeep- 
ers pay a given sum weekly to be let alone by 
the police in their violation of the Excise law, 
but a new phase of this venality Came to light a 
few weeks since which astonished even the 
liquor dealers themselves, accustomed as they 
are to this sort of official corruption. The intro- 
duction of a new brand of whisky is said to 
have been the origin of this scheme. The charge 
mude by she victims themselves is that the en- 
tire police force were subsidized to act as agents 
for the new liquor in this city. What the con- 
sideration was does not appear, but the saloon- 
keepers were much astonished to learn from 
police lips that unless they kept for 
sale the new brand of whisky (price 
#1 a gallon above the old stock) it was 
likely to be worse for them. What this threat 
meant they knew too well, for the tribute ex- 
torted to secure police favor, it is said, is not a 
light one, and here was an added condition with- 
out which official favor and freedom from mo- 
lestation could not be obtained. The few who 
rebelled soon came to regret it. One shrewd re- 
tailer staved off the crisis for some time on the 
plea that he could not purchase the brand reo- 
ommended, as another manufacturer hada mort 
‘gage on his place and would shut him up at once 
if he transferred his patronage. Think of police- 
men going about the city and asking every sa- 
loonkeeper and retailer of liquor whose door 
they passed if he kept the —— whisky, and hint- 
ing that he baa better déal in it or he would 
speedily come to grief! 

We do not suppose the Police Commissioners 
drink only the recommended brand and are sup- 
plied gratuitously to the extent ot any desired 
consumption. but we cannot learn that the 
charge we have described, openiy made by the 
saloonkeepers themselves, has been seriously in- 
vestigated at headquarters. If these things are 
allowed to pass unnoticed when only one politi- 
cal organization is responsible for police pavers. 
ment we cannot say to what condition of things 
we may come if both parties join hands to profit 
by these opportunities of self-enrichment, 


Republican Gains in Indiana. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 7.—({Special.}]—The 
returns from the municipal elections heid in In- 
diana yesterday indicate general gains for the 
Republicans where politics figured in the con- 
test, the victories ir some places beg quite un- 
expected, as, for instance, at Sullivan, a Demo- 
cratic stronghold. while gains were made at 
Winchester, Fortville.

Los Angeles, as the head of a great col- 
lection of colonies and the natural railroad 
centre of Southern California, will always 
enjoy a good trade, but the effort to demon- 
strate that it is a manufacturing town has 
resuited in failure. Its trade is peculiarly 
valuable because most of the outlying colo- 
nies are filled with people of means, who de- 
sire the best s and buy liberally of luxu- 
tres upon Which the profit is large.

The tourist is reminded of 
the former fever by the stakes which mark 
out the streets and the remains of the arti- 
ficial stone pavements. In many of these 
“boom towns nob a single house 
was built, and it is no uncommon 
sight to see the long-eared jackrabpit 
placidly sitcing upon the sidewalk of the 


main avenue of Miramente or Buenavista. 


The suburbs of Los Angeles and San Diego 
present the same melancholy reminders of 
vaulting ambition that o’erleaped itse If. 


There is still a comparatively good sale tor 


acre property in any of the southern coun- 
ties, but at prices from one-half to two-thirds 
less than those of the boom. In the hight 
of the excitement unimproved land was sold 
readilv in the San Gabriel Valley for $1,000 
an acre. Today $500an acre is the highest 
figure demanded, and much of it is sold for 
less. Around San Benrardinoisagreat valley. 
famous for the excellence of its oranges and 
grapes. There the craze inflated values 
until Los Angeles prices were asked and re- 
ceived. The drop there was more sudden 
and more disastrous than in Los Angeles 
County. Today one can buy the best San 
Bernardino orange land for $200 an acre, and 
at forced sale it brings less. Ten acres of 
the finest oran aud in the valley were re- 
cently sold at Sheriff’s sale for $140 an acre: 
but this, of course, was an exceptional bar- 
gain, due to the great lack of ready money. 

Southern California has been injured far 
more by its eulogists than by its critics. The 
absurd reports of fortunes to be made in 
orange and grape growing have done great 
damage. No one should expect to make a 
fortune in fruit growing in four or five 
years. The profits in California are greater 
than in the East, but so are the risks. 
Most of the Southern California 
colonies offer peculiar inducements to those 
who seek pleasant outdoor occupation in a 
genial climate free from extremes of temper- 
ature and in neighborhoods where ail the ad- 
vantages of city life mav be secured with 
none of its discomforts. To such these colo- 
nies offer the ideal life. But for those of 
smali means and no experience in horticult- 
ure the land is too dear and the risks of fail- 
ure are too great to warrant the experiment 
of fruit-growing. These facts cannot be in- 
sisted upon too plainly, for the failure to ap- 
preciate ‘them has led to the ruin ot hundreds 
of Eastern settlers in the colonies of South- 
ern California. 


NATURAL GAS NEAR MATTOON. 


A Public Exhibition of the Groat Well on 
the Wilson Farm. 

MaTroon, III., May 7.—[Special]—The first 
public exhibition of the Wilson farm natural 
gas well, four miles southwest of this city, 
was given Saturday evening. The gas was 
tapped in digging a well over a year since at 
adepth of only lifty-one feet, since which 
time it has been used by Mr. Wilson for heat- 
ing and cook stoves, and lighting his house. 
It burns with a blue-white flame, slightly 
tipped with yellow at the highest point. On 
the occasion of this first exhibition the flame 
shot many feet in the sir from an inch and a 
half pipe, and could be seen ten miles away. 

It ia pronounced the purest natural gas 
found west of Pittsourg, being superior to 
the best manufactured gas, and having 
scarcely any odor. A company with $1,009,- 
000 nominai capital has been organized to de- 
velop this well, and active work may soon be 
expected.

DOUGHTY OLD HEROES. 


ADMIRAL PORTER AND BEN BUTLER 
—PERSONAL PECULIARITIES. 


The Naval Officer a Well Known Social 
Figure in Washington—He Is Also Pa. 
triotic to the Core—Gen. Butler Pre- 
puring Another Broadside to Be Deliv- 
ered at the Proper Time—He Denies 
the Charge of Drunkenness, 


Wasmxdrox. D. C., May 7.— [Special. 
The personality of the doughty heroes of sea 
and land who are fighting their battles over 
again is a familiar one to Washington. Ad- 
miral Porter has his home here, while Ben 
Butler spends so much time in the city that 
he keeps an office and has a house for his 
own use on Capito! Hill. 

Admiral Porter is a well known figure in 
society, where he has the honor of leading 
the assembied naval forces in their social 
triumphs. As Admiral of the United States 
navy he receives $13,000 per year, whether 
at sea or shore duty, on leave or waiting or- 
ders. The law is strict about that point; no 
matter what the Admiral does his salary is 
to be paid. There is no clear idea of the du- 
ties of the commanding officer of the Ameri- 
can navy. The Admiral himself is in doubt 
of what Congress expects from him for that 
$13,000. He has an office at his home and is 
allowed a secretury, but he is without author- 
ity in the Navy Department. Once 
a year he gets out a report. Two 
or three years ago, when Represent- 
ative Frank Lawler introduced his bill 
providing for the defeuse of the coast, Ad- 
miral Porter wrote him an encouraging letter 
of great length, in which he vouchsafed the 
information that the United States could pro- 
tect herself from the encroachments of the 
world by a little appropriation ot, say, two or 
three hundred million. 

The Samoan question has been the Ad- 
miral’s favorite topic for sume time. He is 
patriotic. In rendering his decisions in re- 
gard to that little imbroglio he never failed 
to add that the United States could whip 
Germany way out of sight by using $50,000,- 
000 to build a few privateers to prey on her 
commerce. As his active duties do not re 
quire all his time the Admiral devotes 
considerable attention to literary pur- 
suits. He prides himself rather more on 
his reputation in that direction than on his 
war record. His first novel, * Alan Dare,” 
was printed some years ago, but it did not 
make any definite place for itself in litera- 
ture. Itis rarely read now. To show his 
versatility he tnen turned from fiction to his- 
tory. His “History of the United States 
Navy” was a pretentious volume, but no one 
would ever accuse it of being a standard 
work. In these later days he has tried 
his hand at another novel, the title and 
plot of which he refuses to give further than 
that it was to do with a voyage taken by him 
when a midshipman. Admiral Porter has 
one of the most beautiful homes in Wash- 
ington. It is a large brick mansion on H 
street, not far from Farragut Square. His 


library shows the taste of its owner, as the 


lighter works predominate. His family has 
been identified with Washington anc Annup- 
olis society for twenty 8 bis oldest 
daughter, Mrs. Lieut. Logan, having been 
one of the far-famed belles of Annapolis aft- 
er the war, when she was Lizzie Porter. To- 
day she is a beautiful, cultured woman of 
quiet tastes and one who is thoroughly de- 
voted to her husband’s interests. The 
vounger daughter, Miss Elena Porter, has 

ad a long reign as a belle, and many a time 
there have been rumors of ‘her approaching 
marriage with some officerof the navy. Re- 
cently Admiral and Mrs. Porter celebrated 
their golden wedding. When he dies the 
rank of Admiral will die with him. 

' BEN BUTLER’S HOME. 

Ben Butler’s home on Capito! Hill is near 
the big midnsion he built and occupied while 
in Congress. This house is the only private 
residence in Washington which has ever 
been occupied by a President. Seuator Jones 
of Nevada was its tenant in 1881. and when 
Vice-President Chester A. Arthur took the 
oath of office as President it was in this 
house to which he had been invited by 
Senator Jones. He remainea in it for some 
weeks after President Garfield’s death. 

Gen. Butier always comes down from Bos- 
ton during one of the cold snaps, and no mat- 
ter what kind of weather he strikes in Wash- 
ington he wears the heavy fur-iined coat and 
cap that he put on when in Boston. Every 
one recognizes him by the peculiar drooping 
of the lid of bis mght eye, and only one man 
in the United Statesis ever mistaken for him, 
and that is Senator Davis of Minnesota. Un- 
less his daughter, Mrs. Ames, or his niece is 
with bim he never attends any of the winter 
receptions, and the only place he is seen is 
in court or on the street. He rarely lets a 
session pass without showing a bit of famous 
Butler temper. Lately when the counsel 
for the opposite side in a certain case gave 
the great Benjamin the dignified title of 
bulldog he at once turned upon him 
and called him a snarling cur. Ben 
Butier has had one case on his hands for 
ten vears that he will probably not be able 
to have settled in his favor until half a dozen 
illustrious men die or lose their influence. 
He wants to seli the big stone house on Cap- 
itol Hill to the Government, but just about 
as he gets things in shape for his price some 
one steps in and prevents the sale. Once it 
was Senator Edmunds and another time ex- 
Speaker Randall. 

Today he was in a milder mood than usual. 
He was told that Aumiral Porter said he was 
drunk when the Boston speech was made. 

„Says I was drunk, does be!“ growled the 
General. Well, suppose he does, his state- 
ment to that effect will be satisfactory testi- 
mony to the contrary to those who know 
him.“ 

The General was talking about Admiral 
Porter. He was in his law office, and as he 
shuffied his slippered feet across the floor 
and then smiled at his visitor the imagina- 
tion had to be subjected to a severe strain 
before the reporter could bring himself to 
believe that the owner of the smile had de- 
liberately engaged in combat with Admiral 
Porter. But it was 80., And the combat is 
not over yet. The General has only com- 
menced to load himself up, and does not ex- 
pect to be ready to flre for some time to 
come. 

How far advanced in intoxication were 
you when you delivered the anti-Porter 
speech?’ asked the reporter. 

‘‘Hadn’t started,“ was the reply. That 
speech was written four or five days before 
the day on which it was delivered, and cop- 
ies of it were sent to the various morning 
newspapers in Boston. Those papers did not 
report my speech; they set it up from the 
slips furnished them. The statements made 
by me were neither new nor unsupported, as

If you had been in the war 
times you would have known what a charla- 
tun Butler was, and how often I did not 
run away. ido not propose to take any per- 
sonal notice of Butler, but as I have always 
expressed my opinion of him freely I do not 
hesitate to say that the foul old bird is al- 
ways standing by ready to asperse some- 
body’s chafacter. I do not think he cares 
much whose it is. Ihave aad several bouts 
with him in my lifetime and have always 
thrown him on his back from the time 1 


first met him in New Orleans when he was 


Governor there and sent me an impertinent 
message. I wrote him aletter demanding 
an immediate apology, and gave bim to un- 
derstand that if he did not doso promptly I 
would take satisfaction myself. Being at 
that time a Major General in the army he 
was of the impression that he could speak

4 PLUCKY DEPUTY MARSHAL. 


Holding Five Prisoners Alone Against a 
Party of Armed Moonshiners. 

Lovisvittz, Ky., May 5.—Uuited States 
Deputy Marshal John Bash arrived in this 
city yesterday, after having taken a lot of 
moonshiners from Prestonburg, in Floyd 
County, to Covington. Deputy Bash is a 
slender young man, but he has plenty of 
courage, and it has just been exposed to an 
unusually severe test. He was one of the 
Government party which recently made the 
great raid through Eastern Kentucky against 
the moonshiners. At Hazard, in Perry 
County, Bash was placed in charge of a num- 
ber of prisoners and ordered to carry them 
to Prestonburg. Having safely lodged them 
in jail at the latter place he returned alone 
into Perry and Leslie Counties to summon 
witnesses. 

While in Leslie County Bash served war- 
rants on five witnesses who were endeavor- 
ing to escape the court summons, He hand- 
cuffed the men and started alone with them 
to Floyd County. He had reached Ball Creek, 
not far from the Carr Valley. where Deputy 
Marshal Wiseman was recently killed by 
mountaineers, when an attempt was made to 
rescue the prisoners from him. A party of 
nine or ten mountaineers, armed with Win- 
chester rifles, met Bash at a point where the 
road runs ah. u piece of thick woodland. 
They demand that he set the prisoners 
free. The deputy, notwithstanding the 
heavy odds against him, refused to give them 
up. The mountaineers at once opened fire 
upon him, but fortunately the first volley 
missed him. 

Bash sprang behind a big rock at the side 
of the road and returned the fire with his 
own Windttsster He sft his prisbnars stand- 
ing in the road, but he shouted to them that 
he would kill the first one who undertook to 
run. They stood quietly where they were, 
not being between the combatants. The 
moonshiners kept up a lively fusillade, firing 
about forty shots at Bash. They knocked 
the dust all about him with their bullets, and 
chippea pieces off the rock which sheitered 
him. Bash fired ten times at the mountain- 
eers, but hit none of them. 0 

The mountaineers divided their forces and 
rendered the rock useless to Bash, but they 
probably did not. care to risk a hand-to-hand 
combat, and, after much NN withdrew, 
leaving’ the plucky deputy witn his prisoners. 
Bash continued his journey and carried his 
men safely to Preston burg. Although a Dem- 
ocrat, thé new Republican Marshal for Ken- 
tucky in view of his bravery, has decided to 
retain Bash on his force. 


DIVISION OF THE YEAR INTO MONTHS. 


Can the Present Awkward, and Irregular 
Arrangement Be Improved? 

MEADVILLE, Pu., May 6.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]—Our present division of the year into 
months is awkward. It numbers four of thirty 
days, one of twenty-eight, and seven of thirty- 
one. Anyinterchange of days, or weeks, into 
months, or of months into weeks or days, re- 
quires more mental attention than would be 
needed if the arrangement were simpler. Let 
us suppose that at the close of the century an ar- 
rangement were adopted having alternate months 
of thirty and thirty-one days, or, which would be 
better, substituting eleven of thirty days and one 
of thirty-five or thirty-six. Would not this latter 
be preferable? 

Will not some of our sciefitific societies or po- 
litical bodies move in this matter?

Alternate months of 31 and 30 days would make 
a year of 366 days. If the last 30 was reduced to 
29 and in leap year 30 it would come out right 
and be a great simplification of the present ir- 
regular division of time, The months then would 


run as follows:

Thus the odd-numbered months would be tne 
81 day and the even-numbered the 30 day months, 
except the last month of the year. and every 
fourth year that one would also be even 30 days 
long. How easy it would be to remember the 
number of days in any month as compared with 
the present heterogeneous numbering. Every 
schoolboy is obliged to commit to memory and 
take care that he never forgets the rhyme: 

The fourth, eleventh, ninth, and sixth 
Have thirty days to each affixed; 
Except February, with twenty-eight, eto. 

Or the other rhyme: 

Thirty gays hath September, 
April, June, and November; 

All the rest have thirty-one 
Except the second month alone— 
T'o this we twenty-eight assign. 
Till leap year gives it twenty-nine, 

But how is the simplification above suggested 
to be adopted? Congress might enact the 31 and 
30 day alternate months and the President might 
negotiate with the Governments of other nations 


to adopt the American division of time.

The 
Queen went away about a quarter of an hour 
before the last ladies had passed at tne draw- 
ing-room, and having staid so long it seems 
a little ungracious to have gone away before 
they all passed. She could easily have 
learned by sending round how many 
more were to come and every- 
one was in the last room when she went 
away. The Duchess of Mar!borough’s 
bouquet of orchids was the most remarkable 
thing about her appearance. Bethg in mourn- 
ing, she had no great opportunity of wear- 
ing a magnificent toilet, but the orchids were 
magnificent. She wore fine diamonds, some 
of them being historic, as haying been worn 
by the great Duchess of Marloorough at 
Queen Anne’s court. There was great 
anxiety to see her and she was much stared 
at, but bore the ordeal with most perfect 
composure. 

The Queen is said to have been much 
charmed with Mrs. Chamberlain, whose 
simple, unaffected manner wins everyone’s 
good word.

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were more diver- 
gent yesterday. Provisions were stronger, and 
the cereals a shade easier in tone, with a rather 
light demand for the latter. The-weather here 
was fine and warm, with expectation of rain. 

The question of rainfall was the all absorbing 
one around the grain pits. The season has been 
exceedingly dry thus far, and the need of moist- 
ure to give healthy vegetation in the fields is 
universally felt. The weather map of the morn- 
ing Was a stormy one, but in the language of a 
dispatch from Minneapolis it was more wind 
than water,” except north of the border line 
between the United States and Manitoba. Win- 
nipeg reported a generous rainfall, but Minne- 
sota and the Dakotas had not much more than a 
trace. Later news came in that it was again rain- 
ing at some points, and expected at others. while 
the downing of wires towards Duluth prevented 
tne sending of intelligence from that region. 
Letters written in the Northwest wage to Mon- 
day night were to hand, and noted the prospects 
at the time of writing as really blue, stating that 
the sandstorms had done immense damage, and 
that large quantities of moisture must come soon 
or the mischief will be irreparable. Mr. Hutch- 
inson was asked what he thinks of the situation, 
and replied that he does not suppose the droutn 
has done much damage up te date. He says it 
was a os thing for tne farmers, enabling them 
to seed alarge area of land, and that if rain 
comes any time within the next thirty days it 
will probably come soon enough to secure a good 
crop to the great majority of farmers. 

There is some talk on Change about the possi- 
bility of a “deal” in pork, but some affeét to 
laugh at the rumor as having been started by 
some one anxious to get prices up so that a lot can 
be sold to better advantage than now. It is saia 
the market is too narrow to permit of the run- 
ning of a profitable deal, asa sufficient number 
of shorts could not be got in to make it an object 
to corner the market. The outside world ap 
pears to have let the stuff severely alone for 
some weeks past. But to this it is replied that 
the corner in por of two years ago was run on a 
market supposed to be bare, the event proving 
that the average watcher is unable to tell what 
is going on. Ine wheat corner of last Septem- 
ber may be cited as another case pointing to the 
same conciusion. 

New York reports 128,000 bu of wheat and 112,- 
000 bu corn taken yesterday for export, but the 
latest quantity named by wire was 31 boat loads, 
or nearly 250,000 bu wheat. 

A telegram from California says the Pacific 
slope will have 60,000,000 bu wheat to spare for 
export from the crop of this year.
